Duckworth's Fate in the 
Balance.

The Committee to Render Its 
Report Today. 


The Calprit Affects Confidence 
| in the Outcome. 


Stuffing of the Pay Roll Justified on 
the Ground That to the Victors 
Belong the Spoiis—Simply Paid 
Political Debts. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 
SACRAMENTO, Feb. 3.— [Special 
Dispatch.] The Duckworth investiga- 
tion has closed and tomorrow in ex- 
ecutive session the special committee 
will consider its findings. The com- 
mitteemen themselves have not to all 
appearanyes tonight settled upon what 
shall be their verdict, for ex-Senator 
Brusie, by the magic of his tongue, 
made it clear that the committee was 
limited to one question, whether or not 
fraud htiad been committed by the chief 
clerk for his own benefit. For a mere 
prediction the following may be given: 

Chairman Waymire, Emmons and 
Boone will find against Duckworth. 
Dr. Keables, Strain, Stansell and Ken- 
yon may find against him, but hold the 
members equally responsible. 

Chynoweth, for the prosecution, in 
a five-minute argument based his case 
on the fact that after Duckworth sent’ 
to the public printer what he himself 
called in his testimony the official list 
of attachés, he wrote a letter from the 
Golden Bagle Hotel asking the printer 
to add certain names to the list, which 
he had “omitted.””’ Chynoweth claimed 
that this constituted the alteration of 
a public document within the meaning 
of the Penal Code. 

Brusie’s argument, while reviewing 
the testimony briefly, made a point on 
the resolution under which the com- 
mittee was acting, and claimed that 


be considered, Claiming, of course, that 
no fraud had been committed. Duck- 
worth’s letter, soliciting the support of 
members-elect for his candidacy, Brusie 
styled the “‘most decent, respectable 
communication ever sent by a man 
seeking office.” 

He declared the peorle are not in- 
sisting on little “kitchen eccnomies,” 
and boldly asserted the dcctrine that 
to the “victor belongs the _ spoils.’’ 
Duckworth, said Brusie, had only been 
paying a debt of gratitude in placing 
these names on the temporary roll, and 
it was apparent he had appointed no 
more attachés than were necessary, for, 
while he named 108 there are now on 
the permanent roll 155. This clever 
point elicited smiles even from some 
of the committeemen. He claimed that 
from the President down, it was cus- 
tomary to reward faithful workers with 
places, and that Cabinet patronage was 
distributed with that end in view. This 
side shot at Chairman Waymire was 
appreciated more by Duckworth’s 
friends than the other side. 

The committee decided that their 
only business was to report their find- 
ings to the House and let the latter 
decide what should be done with Duck- 
worth. 

The chief clerk tonight introduced in 
turn the members of the committee to 
the big dictionary on his desk and ex- 
patiated on the definition of “fraud.” 
He appears more confident tonight that 
the outcome will be satisfactory to him.

DUCK WORTH’S SIDE. 


Defense of the Chief Clerk Before 
the Investigators. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 3.—Duckworth's 
side was presented today before the 
committee of seven. Frank C. Jordan, 
Alameda’s County Clerk, testified that 
he had asked Duckworth to appoint 
Wesley Dixon. 

Grant Towle stated that he had sent 
a blank power of attorney to Gunzen- 
dorfer, who had returned it for $56. 
He had not attempted to cash the war- 
rant because Duckworth had requested 
him not to do so. Witness could not 
remember whether this was after the 
publication of the temporary-roll scan- 
dal. He could not remember where he 
got the blank power of attorney. 
Brusie asked Duckworth at this junc- 
ture if he had notified Towle that there 
was $56 due Gunzendorfer. Duckworth 
answered in the negative, and Towle 
said that he had read it in the journal, 

R. R. Duckworth testified that he 
was never a partner of H. Friedman in 
any manner. He said that Parmenter 
had approached him and asked him if 
there were any of the attachés whose 
warrants he could cash. Duckworth 
said that he thought it was too late. 
Later he met Campbell, who said that 
he wanted to cash his warrant and he 


introduced him to Parmenter. The lat- 
- called attention’ to the fact thai 


Campbell's name was not on the list, 
and he, Campbell and Parmenter went 
to Chief Clerk Duckworth, who assured 
them that Campbell's name was on the 
original. Parmenter, of his own voll- 
tion, advanced the Money, the witness 
said, and afterward he went with him 
to Breiling who promised to have the 
journal corrected. 

A letter was received from Campbell 
and read, which exonerated both the 
Duckworths from culpability. 

A. W. North stated that he had made 
one recommendation, and had promised 
nothing in returm. Duckworth had 
written him asking him to name some 
one to succeed him at the desk and the 
same letter embodied a request for 
North’s support in Duckworth's fight. 

Brusie, Duckworth’s attorney, said 
he rested his case, but Chynoweth said 
he had still some Assemblymen to ex- 
amine, 


STATE PRINTING. 


Committee on Retremchment Inves- 
tigating the Office. 
[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.) 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 3.—(Spectal 
Dispatch.] The Committee on Retrench- 
ment discussed the printing office af- 
fairs among other things tonight. Had- 
ley, Al Johnson’s assistant, made a 
general statement as to work and 
wages in the office. Wages were based 
on an agreement with the Typographi- 
cal Union. A large percentage of the 
work is tabular, which, under union 
rules, means double price. If the office 
had press capacity all the time 300 peo- 
ple could be employed in the bindery. 
He offered to furnish the committee all 
the assistance possible, provided spe- 
cific charges are made by the Governor 
and others which can be met and an- 
swered. 

Figures were read which had been 
procurred under the committee’s in- 
structions, showing, apparently, that 
on one hand the books do not charge 
up to each department what the print- 
ing actually -costs, and on the other 
hand, when it comes to legislative work, 
the books charge up more than it does 
cost. Gov. Budd will be subpoenaed 
to testify tomorrow.

By Gleaveés, providing for the loca- 
tion, construction and maintenance of 
highways owned or to be acquired by 
the State of California by the levy of a 
rate of taxation and the creation of a 
fund therefor. 

ASSEMBLY.—Belshaw’s bill relating 
to the officers and employés of the Leg- 
islature was ordered reported back 
from the Judiciary Committee and 
made a special order in the Assembly 
“tomorrow morning. 

The Ways and Means Committee re- 
ported in favor of the act appropriat- 
ing $40,000 for an industrial home for 
mechanical trades for adult blind. 

The Committee on Attachés _re- 
ported back Melick’s resolution regard- 
ing the return of money paid temporary 
employés, and recommended that it be 
referred to the Committee on Retrench- 
ment. 

The reading of 
proceeded. 

A recess to vote on trustees of the 
State Library was taken. 

After recess the Committee on Claims 
reported favorably upon the claim of 
Julius A. Hult, as amended by the 
committee, and the same was referred 
to the Ways and Means Committee. 
The claim of W. W. Foote and Garrett 
McEnerney was allowed and referred 
to the Ways and Means Committee. 

The Senate file was taken up and the 
bill for an exhibit at the Tennessee Ex- 
position passed. 

The appropriation for the expenses of 
the Presidential electors was passed. 

The act providing for the erection of 
a municipal hospital in San Francisco 
was passed. 

The act increasing the efficiency of 
the San Francisco fire department was 
also passed. 

Anderson introduced a joint resolu- 

tion requesting the Congressional dele- 
gation of California to work for the 
passage of the bill in Congress putting 
an import duty on jute bags. 
The following bills were passed: Lo- 
cating the boundary line of Yuba and 
Butte; providing for the employment 
of more letter-carriers in Los Angeles; 
compelling depositories of money to 
publish sworn statements of all un- 
claimed deposits; providing penalties 
for selling liquor to habitual drunk- 
ards and to Indians; authorizing prison 
directors to employ at least twenty 
prisoners in the construction of roads 
to San Quentin: providing for the man- 
agement and operation of railroads 
above certain elevations.

No Longer a Cabinet 
Possibility. 


The Attorney-Ceneralship Still 
Held Open. 


Kentuckians Urge” St. Jolin 
Boyle .for the P'ace. 


Henry C. Payne’s Chances for Post- 
master-General are not Good—J. 
Addison Porter to be McKinley’s 
Private Secretary. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SI'RCIAL WIRE.] 

CANTON (0O.,) Feb. 3.—[{Special Dis- 
patch.] The report that Judge Goff 
of West Virginia will not be able to 
accept a place in the Cabinet has never 
been confirmed, and while it has been 
assumed that Judge Goff is no longer 
a Cabinet possibility, there is, too, a 
prety strong suspicion that the matter 
has not been definitely decided. The 
Southern Republicans who have friends 
to suggest for Cabinet appoinments, 
are proceeding upon the theory that 
Judge Goff is no longer being consid- 
ered. 

An influential delegation from Ken- 
tucky called on Maj. McKinley today 
and told him it would be very agree- 
able to the Republicans of that State 
if he could see his way clear to invite 
St. John Boyle of Louisville into his 
Cabinet. Mr. Boyle is one of the 
most successful lawyers in Kentucky, 
and has long occupied a commanding 
position at the bar. His friends think 
that he would make an excellent At- 
torney-General. Among Mr. Boyle's 
friends who were here were Judge 
George Durelle of the Kentucky Court 
of: Appeals, James F. Buckner, Jr, 
of Louisville, and Charles T. Ballard 
of Louisville. Maj. McKinley did not 
indicate what action he would take in 
reference to the appointment of an At- 
torney-General. But it is quite cer- 
tain that this place has not been filled. 

Judge McKenna of California, as was 
stated last night, will be the next Sec-. 
retary of the Interior. The formal an-’ 
nouncement of his appointment and ac- 
ceptance may not be made or ten 
days. 

The friends of Henry C. Payne of 
Wisconsin. who are vigorously urging 
his appointment to the position of Post- 
master-General, have by no means 
abandoned their efforts in his behalf. 
Senator-elect Mason of Illinois spoke 
very handsomely of Mr. Payne last 
night. “He would make an ideal Cabi- 
‘net officer, and an ideal Postmaster- 
General,” said Mr. Mason, “for he is 
a trained man of affairs, and is an 
expert both in politics and business. 
Mr. Payne's services to the party have 
been very great, and those of us who 
know how much he has done and how 
well he has done it, hope he will be 
offered a portfolio.’’ 

Notwithstanding Mr. Payne’s strong 
indorsements, it does not seem likely 
that he will be appointed to the Cabi- 
etn, for the reason that the general 
section of the country which he repre- 
sents already has three Cabinet offi- 
cers—Lyman J. Gage of Illinois, Gen. 
Alger of Michigan and James Wilson 
of Iowa. 

Among Maj. McKinley's callers today 
was John Addison Porter of Hartford, 
who is a candidate for the Italian Em- 
bassy and who presented the indorse- 
ments of the Connecticut Congress del- 
egation. Ex-Gov. A. B. Cornell of New 
York was also a caller. A. W. Monroe 
of Baltimore, a close business associate 
and friend of James A. Gary of Balti- 
more, had a long talk with Maj. Mc- 
Kinley about the desire of Mr. Gary 
for a Cabinet appointment. Mr. Gary’s 
friends are pretty active in his behalf 
and there is also some opposition to 
him developing in his own State. 

There is, too, a revival of the gossip 
about Gov. Felix Angus of Baltimore 
for a Cabinet position, and it is said the 
President-elect has his name under 
consideration. But the chances still 
are that none of the Maryland Repub- 
licans will be on the list when it is sent 
to the Senate March 5. 

Maj. McKinley was much pleased 
with what the Missouri delegation 
which came here to suggest the ap- 
pointment of Maj. William Warner of 
Kansas City to the position of Secre- 
tary of the Interior, had to say about 
the condition of the Republican party 
in that State. Maj. Bittinger of St. 
Joseph, who is one of the most influen- 
tial Republicans in the State, and the 
leader of the Republicans in the Legis- 
lature, said: “There is good reasons to 
think we can carry Missouri two years 
hence and four years hence. The ma- 
chine which has been controlled by one 
man and for one man, has been 
smashed by the sturdy, unselfish, pa- 
triotic effort of Richard C. Kerens and 
a host of good Republicans who have 
decent methods in politics. The old or- 
der has changed in Missouri politics and 
a new and better era has dawned. The 
party is united. The factions have dis- 
appeared and the whole body of Repub- 
licans is animated by a spirit of party 
loyalty and enthusiasm. The Repub- 
lican party of Missouri is in better and 
more promising condition today than it 
has been at any other time in its his- 
tory, and the country will hear of good 


for us till we have placed the State 
permanently in the Republican column.

Lieut..Gov. Jones Slated for the

The Foraker Faction’s Programme

CLEVELAND (0.,) Feb. 3.—({Special 
Dispatch.}] Chairman M. A. Hanna, 
who brushed aside a position in Maj. 
McKinley’s Cabinet in hopes of going 
to the United Sates Senate to suc-* 
ceed John Sherman, will not have 
his ambition gratified. He has given 
up hopes of securing the appointment 
from Gov. Bushnell, and if he ever 
represents Ohio in the upper house of 
Congress it will be by the grace of 
the Ohio Legislature, and not that of 
the Chief Executive of the State. He 
will endeavor, however, to attain the 
ambition through the former, and is 
already making plans with that end 
in view. 

The information that Mr. Hanna has 
given up all hopes of appointment to 
the Senate through Gov. Bushnell 
comes through one of the chairman’s 
closest personal and political friends. 
This gentleman when asked today con- 
cerning Mr. Hanna's Senatorial 
chances, replied: 

“As to this appointment, every indi- 
cation points to the selection of al- 
most any person other than Mr. Hanna 
by the Governor.” 

This gentleman then proceeds to 
show the hostility between Chairman 
Hanna and the Foraker faction, by a4- 
Ging that Gov, Bushnell could not 
make a move without Foraker’s knowl- 
edge and consent. There is a bare 
possibility that Charley Kurtz, one of 
Foraker’s shrewdest political managers, 
will be given the appointment, but 
there is a stronger probability that 
Gov. Bushnell will succeed Senator 
Sherman. 

This would be carrying out a scheme 
laid out at the State convention, held 
nearly two years ago, which nomi- 
nated Bushnell. Thé resignation of 
Mr. Sherman has only precipitated its 
fulfillment a year sooner than was an- 
ticipated. The compact entered into 
was between Lieut.-Gov. Jones and 
the Foraker faction, and was related 
by a friend of Hanna's, 4 prominent 
officer of the State Republican League.

the effect that the head of the State 
ticket should receive a renomination 
and work for its own election and the 
success of the legislative ticket which 
would be called upon to choose a United 
States Senator to succeed Mr. Sher- 
man. If the old Foraker Legislature 
was reélected, Gov. Bushnell was to 
resign, giving Lieut.-Gov. Jones a full 
term as Governor. The situation they 
so much desired to attain comes with 
the resignation of Senator Sherman. 
Should Bushnell resign and Jones, as 
Governor, appoint him to the Senate, 
Jones would then have the prestige of 
the position in his favor for renomina- 
tion, backed by the power of the For- 
aker faction, which would be working 
tooth and nail for the success of the 
ticket and the election of a Foraker 
Legislature to return Bushnell to the 
Senate for a full term. 

Such is the situation at present, but 
the return of Gov. Bushnell to the 
United States Senate would not be a 
one-sided affair. 

Mr. Hanna. having given up all 
thought of receiving anything from 
the Foraker people, is going into the 
campaign on his own responsibility for 
the full term as Senator. There are 
two firm foundations for this belief. 
First, Mr. Hanna is not going into 
Maj. McKinley’s Cabinet; second, ex- 
Congressman Morey of Cincinnati came 
to Cleveland a few weeks ago and, on 
behalf of Senator-elect Foraker, ten- 
dered Mr. Hanna the appointment as 
Senator for the unexpired term on the 
condition that the chairman would not 
be a candidate before the Legislature 
next winter.

LONDON, Feb. 3.—[{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The guests of the United States 
Ambassador, Thomas F. Bayard, at 
the dinner which he gave tonight in 
honor of the Prince of Wales were:

At 8:45 o'clock tonight a few strag- 
glers stood in the rain in front of the 
residence of Mr .Bayard, watching the 
distinguished personages arrive for 
the purpose of being in attendance at 
thé dinner. At this hour the brougham 
of the Prince of Wales was noticed 
hurrying through the streets, stopping 
in front of Mr- Bayard’s door. Lieut.- 
Gen. Sir Andrew Clark, who attended 
the Prince, “a the first to emerge from 
the vehicle. e assumed a deferential 
attitude, standing hat in hand, as the 
Prince of Wales, who wore an Astra- 
khan-trimmed coat, white gloves, crush 
hat, the ribbon of the Order of the 
Garter across his breast, passed into 
the house. Ten or twelve footmen, at- 
tired in livery, lined the hall where 
Ambasador Bayard stood in the center 
of the room awaiting the arrival of the 
Prince of Wales. 

As the Prince entered the hall, Mr. 
Bayard advanced and shook hands with 
His Royal Highness, conducting him to 
the drawing-room. 

A few minutes later the guests filed 
downstairs to the drawing-room, the 
Prince leading the way, followed by Mr. 
Bayard, the Marquis of Salisbury, the 
Marquis of Lansdowne, Lord Chief Jus- 
tice Russell, Cardinal Vaughan and 
the other guests. Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Cowles, the United States na- 
val attaché, and Secretary Carter 
brought up the rear. 

Ambassador Bayard, Thomas B. Fer- 
guson, Lieutenant-Commander Cowles 
and Secretary Carter, the four Amer- 
icans present, were all attired in the 
ordinary evening dress. The other 
guests all wore the ribbons of the Or- 
der of the Garter or the insignia of or- 
ders of lower ranks. The table was 
decorated with red, white and blue. 
The menu was elaborate, including 
several American dishes. Among the 
eight kinds of wine furnished was some 
old Madeira, originally belonging to 
Ambassador Bayard’s father. 

The Prince of Wales was exceedingly 
affable throughout the dinner. He 
talked freely with all, paying especial 
attention to Cardinal Vaughan, who 
was seated near him. At the conclu- 
sion of the dinner the ince of Wales 
arose and said: “I drink\to the health 
of the President of the United States.” 

Mr. Bayard in return mediately 
proposed a toast “to the health of the 
Queen.” 

No other toasts were proposed. No 
speeches were made. The Prince of 
Wales left a few minutes before mid- 
night and the other guests soon fol- 
lowed. 


BLUNT OOM PAUL, 


President Krager’s Reply to Caam- 
berlain’s Aspersions.

PRETORIA (South Africa,) Feb. 3.— 
President Kruger was interviewed to- 
day on the subject of the speech of Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain, Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, in the House of Com- 
mons on eFriday, during which Mr.

President Kruger is quoted as say- 
ing: “I strongly disapprove of inter- 
mixing the so-called Uitlanders’ griev- 
ances with the Chartered Company's 
freebooting invasion of the Transvaal. 

‘The latter admits of no whitewash- 
ing. and no local causes justified such 
a criminal raid. I have always used, 
and am still using, all my influence to 
diminish race hatred, but recent ut- 
terances on the other side are adding 
fuel to the fire.”’

The hearing of the appeal in 
the case of Robert B. Kneebes, the 
American horse-owner, who was sen- 
tenced to nine months’ imprisonment 
on the charge of trotting the mare 
Bethel in races here under the name 
of Nellie Kneebes, which commenced 
yesterday, was resumed today, Mr.

FRENCH LANERS. 


Lack of Confidence in Their Crews 
fix not Justified. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. ] 

LONDON, Feb. 3.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] A dispatch to the Times from 
Paris, after referring to the existing 
agitation on account of the decrease 
of French trade to the advantage of 
Germany, says: “One important item 
in this respect is the curious and ut- 
terly unreasonable prejudice existing 
in the United States against the French 
transatlantic line on account of the 
supposed frivolous superficial character 
of the crew and officers, which, it is 
held, is inimical to the safety of life 
and property. This opinion, it is found, 
is equally characteristic of English- 
men, but no judgment could be more 
shallow. The truth is that there is no 
fleet more ably manned, while the cui- 
sine and general comfort furnished by 
the French lines are superior to 
many of the others.” 


CANADIAN CATHOLICS. 


The Position of the Pope in Regard 
to Schools, etc.

LONDON, Feb. 4.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Rome correspondent of the 
Daily News claims to have authority 
for announcing that the position of the 
Pope in the matter of the Manitoba 
Catholic schools and on the political 
questions in Canada growing out of 
their future, is not that of arbiter and 
counsellor. 

The correspondent adds. “I believe 
that the Canadian delegation which 
visited Rome desired to persuade the 
head of the Catholic church and influ- 
ence him for the purpose of preventing 
the Catholic bishops from spoiling the 
entire compromise by reason of ob- 
duracy.” 

In conclusion the correspondent an- 
“‘nounces that all rumors relative to tke 
establishment of an apostolic delega- 
tion in Canada are groundless. 


Spanish Bread Riots. 


LONDON, Feb. 3.—A Madrid dis- 
patch to the Standard tells of the 
manner in which the bread riots at 
Madrid and Arankjuez were quieted by 
the militia. According to these ac- 
counts the officers promised to exam- 
ine into the popular grievances. DPur- 
ing the riots, the correspondent says, 
the mob succeeded in destroying all 
the octroi posts. The Mayor and mu- 
nicipal officers were stoned and com- 
pelled to seek hurried refuge in the 
town hall. The police were very for- 
bearing, largely on account of the pres- 
ence among the rioters of many women 
and children. 


Canadian Cattle Quarantine 


OTTAWA (Ont.,) Feb. 3.—The Can- 
ada Gazette publishes the new quar- 
antine regulations between Canada and 
and the United States. The regula- 
tions dispense with the quarantine on 
cattle and substitute inspection and 
a certificate that they have been sub- 
jected to the tuberculine test. Any 
affected with tuberculosis are to be re- 
turned to the United States or slaugh- 
tered without compensation. Swine 
may be admitted for slaughter in bond 
without quarantine. Sheep for breed- 
ing and feeding purposes, and horses 
are exempt from detention. 


Dr. Nansen in London . 


LONDON, Feb. 3.—Dr. Nansen, the 
arctic explorer, accompanied by Mrs. 
Nansen, arrived here today. They were 
met at the railroad station by Sir 
George Baden-Powell, at whose house 
they are staying, and by other scien- 
tists. The crowd about the depot. 
heartily cheered the travelers. Sir 
George Baden-Powell will give a dinner 
and a reception tonight in honor of the 
Norwegian explorer. It is understood 
that Cambridge University will confer 
an honorary degree upon Dr. Nansen.

Walter Raymond Hallowell Carew, sec- 
retary of the Yokohama United Club, 
to a sentence of imprisonment for life.

WILL STICK TO SILVER, 


POPULIST CONGRESSMEN ALL OF 


ONE MIND. 


They Do not Take Kindly to the 
Idea of Changing the Issue or 
Holding a Conference to Decide 
What is Best to Do.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—The Popu- 
list members of Congress, it is said, 
do not take kindly to the proposition 
of National Committeeman Washburn 
of Massachusetts, that the People’s 
party abandon the silver question, and 
fall back on the two questions of gov- 
ernment issue of paper money and gov- 
ernment contro! of railroads and tele- 
graphs. Likewise, they are not in fa- 
vor of calling a conference of the party 
leaders to determine what shall be 
done, as proposed by National Secre- 
tary Edgerton. 

Senator Butler and Senator Allen 
and others are strongly opposed to a 
conference, and they are just as 
strongly opposed to any change from 
the issues of the last campaign. Chair- 
man Butler expressed the opinion to- 
day that the Populist party is com- 
mitted to free silver as the main issue 
until that question is finally disposed 
of; then he thinks it will be tfme 
enough for the party to take up other 
issues. 


“The logic of the situation won’t 
permit the party to cut adrift from the 
silver question,” said Representative 
“The Populist party 
is stronger by reason of its support of 
silver.”’ 

National Committeeman Wardell of 
California, who is in the city, said that 
“the national convention at St. Louis 
fixed the issues for the Populist party. 
The talk of changing the issue now is 
idle. We oduld not change the issue if 
we wanted to.” .« 

Representative Bell 
that, in his opinion, nine-tenths of the 
Populist party fully believe in the last 
party platform in its entirety, and ad- 
ded: “No; it is my opinion that we will 
not divide the silver vote in 1900 or 
abandon the platform in 1898, or cease 
our effort until the great middle classes 
are recognized in governmental action, 
as well as in stump-speech parlance, 
as the bone and sinew of the republic.” 


ROBERTS’S SUCCESSOR. 


Frank Thompson Blected President 
of the Pennsylwania Road. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 3.—At a spe- 
cial meeting of the directors of the 
Pennsylvania road this morning, Frank 
Thomson was elected president to suc- 
ceed the late George B. Roberts. 
Frank Thomson was born in Cham- 
bersburg, Pa., July 5, 1841. He was edu- 
cated at Chambersburg Academy. At 
lv years of age he entered the Altoona 
shops of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
and, after four years training in this, 
graduated a mechanical engineer. 
Thomas Ascott, general superintendent 
of the road, had been appointed by 
President Lincoln as Assistant Secre- 
tary of War and placed in charge of 
all matters relating to the transporta- 
tion of troops and supplies, and he 
called Frank Thomson to his aid as 
chief assistant. Mr. Thomson took the 
field immediately and the signal success 
of his efforts in facilitating transporta- 
tion of troops and supplies not only re- 
ceived fitting recognition from the War 
Department, but marked him as a rail- 
road man of rare promise. At the con- 
clusion of active hostilities in this ter- 
ritory he was relieved from military 
duty, and in June, 1864, he was ap- 
pointed superintendent of the eastern 
division of the Philadelphia and Erie 
Railroad, which position he occupied 
until March, 1873. Entering the Penn- 
sylvania service at that time, he rose 
through successive steps to his present 
position.

STOLEN STAMPS. 


Postal Authorities Think They Have 
the Thief in Custody. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] . 

NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—The United 
States authorities, after a long investi- 
gation, have discovered the manner in 
which sets of uncanéeled newspaper 
and periodical stamps, which are only 
used between one department and an- 
other of the postal service, came in 
possession of philatelists. It has been 
ascertained that sets which sell at $207 
each have been stolen from the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing at Wash- 
ington. Following up this information, 
Hamilton F. Coleman, an employé of 
the chief clerk’s office of the General 
Land Office at Washington, was ar- 
rested here today. In the possession of 
the prisoner were found wuncanceled 
newspaper and periodical stamps to 
the value of $5608. Coleman denied 
that he had stolen the stamps, but re- 
fused to make any statement regarding 
them. He was held in $2000 bail for 
examination, In the complaint sworn 
out by Postoffice Inspector Morris it is 
stated Coleman obtained the stamps 
from Rudolph Albrecht of this ‘ city. 
The detectives say, however, that the 
prisoner came to this city on the mid- 
night train from Washington and as 
soon as he reached the city was. placed 
under arrest. 

SIMPLY PROOFS. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 
Townsend of this city, who is men- 
tioned in the New York dispatch, said 
tonight he and Coleman did a great 
deal of business together buying “‘lots”’ 
of stamps that are too high priced for 
any one of them to handle and then 
dividing the profits. 
vs “The stamps in question,” he said, 
are simply proofs, gummed and per- 
forated. The. Postoffice Department 
has issued proofs in large quantities 
at various times and given them to the 
general public. This administration 
made up sets on very thin cardboard, 
or plate paper as it was called, ang 
gave away several hundred of them, 
I believe, including these periodical 
stamps. Many of these have been per- 
forated and gummed in the same way. 
It is perfectly well known at the Post- 
office Department that there are a 
great many of the real stamps in the 
hands of the public, the New York 
and other dealers listing and pricing 
them in their catalogues and offering 
them freely for sale in their stamp 
journals. It is nonsense to say that it 
is illegal to have them at all, when 
they have repeatedly been given away 
by the postoffice officials and no atten- 
tion is naid to the fact that dealers 
have them for sale: Besides those oc- 
casionally given away to collectors, the 
department sends to each country ‘in 
the Postal Union five sets. Why this 
is done I do not know, as they are 
never used as regular postage stamps, 
but it is done and the majority of these 
sets find their way back to this coun- 
try and are sold to dealers and col- 
lectors.”’ 


FIRE AT SALT LAKE. 


Heavy Financial Loss and Several 
Bad Accidents. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

SALT LAKE (Utah,) Feb. 3.—Fire 
last night destroyed the Scott-Auer- 
bach building on Main street, entail- 
ing a loss of $250,000, a little over one- 
half of which.is insured. Besides the 
great financial loss, there were several 
accidents that narrowly escaped being 
fatalities. Electrician Vail, of the fite 
, department, came in contact with a live 
wire and fell from a third-story win- 
‘dow of the building, but fortunately, 
came in contact with a net-work of 
wires which broke his fall, and though 
he dropped to the pavement with fear- 
ful violence, it was with lessened force. 
Miss Smith, a roomer in the building, 
was rescued by Assistant Chief Dono- 
van from the roof whither she had been 
driven by the pursuing smoke. 

When the alarm was turned in a 
few minutes before 11 o’clock the fire 
was confined to the rear of Scott & 
Co.’s store. It spread with marvelous 
rapidity and before the arrival of the 
department over the slippery streets, 
the flames had shot in all directions. 
The Auerbach portion of the building 
was already burning everywhere, while 
in every part of the interior of the 
Scott section the flames were crackling 
From the first the firemen’s fight was 
simply to confine the fire to the build- 
ing already doomed. For nearly an 
hour after the beginning of the fire 
the flames were confined to the in- 
terior. Then they broke through the 
roof and the long forks of fire shot 
skyward, illuminating the night with 
| the brilliancy of day. At intervals the 
streams of water would drive back the 
flames, which a moment later would 
rise higher than before. 

In a short time after the alarm came 
in, the entire department was on the 
way to the fire, but by this time the 
blaze was crackling merrily and smoke 
was pouring from every window in the 
building. The cry of “look out, there's 
powder in there,’ caused a rush from 
the scene and gave the firemen the 
needed opportunity to continue their 
work unmolested. Meanwhile the blaze 
had burst out of the rear and was 
eating its way in both directions. For 
a time it seemed that the fire would 
spread and the entire block be de- 
stroyed. Realizing that the main 
stroke was to confine the fire to the 
Auerbach building, all efforts were 
made to confine it within the walls of 
this structure. The fire department 
was successful in this and at 1:30 
the fire was practically under control.

OONFLICTS BETWEEN 
AND MOSLEMS. 


Each Side Burning Villages of the 
Other—Many Christians Massa- 
cred—Two Thousand Turkish 
Troops Ordered to the Island. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

LONDON, Feb. 4—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.J A dispatch to the Times from 
Athens gives additional details of the 
trouble between Christians and Mo- 
hammedans on the Island of Crete. 

It is announced that 3000 Christians 
have surrounded the seaport town of 
Canea and that they have already 
burned the Mussulman village of Tar- 


atbi, in revenge for the burning of the 
town of Galata. Altogether six vil- 
lages are reported to have been de- 
stroyed by fire at the hands of the Mo- 
hammedans and Christians, and ‘a ru- 
mor has been widely circulated to the 
effect that a massacre of Christians 
has occurred at Galata. 
Continuous firing can be heard. No 
details have been received, owing to 
‘the interruption of communication. It 
is, however, known that the Mohamme- 
dans made an attempt to burn the tel- 
egraph station at Suda. Troops were 
landed from the English and Italian 
warships and aided in extinguishing 
the flames.

' ANARCHY REIGNS, 

NEW YORK Feb. 3.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Constantinople says 
the ambassadors have received news 
of fresh disorders having broken out 
in Crete, in which a notable Greek was 
assassinated, and that these troubles 
have reached Rhetim. A second tele- 
gram states that the revolutionary 
movement has also declared itself at 
Canea, and that complete anerchy 
reigns everywhere. Maj. Boro, former 
commander-in-chief of police of Cyprus, 
who is to form the first three coémpa- 
nies of gendarmerie in Crete, has left 
Constantinople for Crete. The Greek 
population desires that the ecumenical 
patriarch, Anthymos VII, shall give in 
his resignation. This he refuses to 90. 
In order to avoid all instigations by 
Mer.. Germanos, the metropolitan of 
Heraclea, Patriarch Anthymos will ‘use 
his constitutional power to change half 
the members of the holy synod. In 
consequence of this difference, an anti- 
patriarchal demonstration took place 
yesterday in several churches of. Gala- 
ta and Stamboul. It is feared that on 
the occasion of the session of Thurs- 
day the demonstration will be re- 
newed. The police are fully cognizant 
of every fact. In ecclesiastical and po- 
litiical circles it is believed that the 
retirement of the patriarch is only @ 
question of a few days. 


Fraudulent Copyright . { 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3—The House’ 
Committee on Patents today ordered a 
report on a bill introduced by Mr. Fair- 
child of New York to prevent fraudu- 
lent use of the word “‘copyright.” The 
bill was asked for by publishers who 
represent that many wuncopyrighted 
works are brought into the United 
States labeled “copyrighted,” and sold 
as such although they are not copy- 
righted and do not pay duty as copy- 
righted works. Representatives of the 
publishing and tmporting interests 
were before the committee and the bill 
was amended to meet their views. 
Heavy penalties are attached to its 
violation.

PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) Feb. 
3—The steamer Al-Ki from Alaska 
brings news of a bloody chapter in the 
Gareer of Slim Birch, the notorious 
young desperado of Juneau, who while 
awaiting transportation to serve a 
three years’ sentence in San Quentin, 
Cal., was released by accomplices who 
visite dthe jail, overpowered the jailer, 
locked him in a cell and accompanied 
the escaping prisoner. No tidings of 
Birch were received until the closing 
days of January, when Indians brought 
news to Juneau that Birch and com- 
panions were stopping in a cabin 
twenty miles from Juneau on an island. 
Deputy Marshal Hale at once chartcred 
a steamer, and, making up a posse, 
comprising Deputy Marshal William 
Watts, Jailer Lindquist, Guard Bayse 
and an Indian policeman, started in 
pursuit. The cabin was located the 
following day after a tortuous trip over 
a rough and snowy country. Two of 
the four inmates escaped to the rocky 


pass. 

A terrible battle then began, Watts 
being shot twice, Hale once seriously, 
and Bayse wounded in both legs. Ten 
minutes succeeded in starting all the 

osse excepting Watts on the back

Watts 
was left at the mercy of the outlaws 
who shot him several times ann

with the wounded men and a posse 


of twenty men started out, returning 
the next day.

Watts was 
found dead, frozen stiff, in the snow 
where his cowardly companions had left 
him. 

The search was continued two days 
without success, but the desperadoes 
were finally located lying asleep in a 
dense underbrush. Word was carried 
to two Herculean fellows named 
Cheney and Olsen in a cannery, who 
made the capture in picturesque style. 
Unarmed,, they climed a ledge twelve 
feet above the sleeping bandits and at 
a signal jumped down-on them. Both 


men were manacled after a short re- 


sistence. 

Birch’s lone companion was also an 
old offender—named Snell, who robbed 
the Treadwell works some years ago. 
Both are in jail at Sitka, Cheney and 
Olsen will get the reward offered for 
Birch’s recapture. 


- BUTLER’S DEFENSE, 


He Shifts the Murder of Weller on 
a Miner Partner. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 3.—Butler, 


the Australian murderer, today di- 


vulged the nature of his defense. He 
professes to be anxious to return at 
once to Australia, although his attor- 
neys are putting every legal obstacle 
in the way of extradition. He says he 
can easily show that in the prospecting 
camp With himself and Weller was a 
third miner, whom Butler charges 
with being the real murderer. He says 
none of the murdered men were killed 
by him or by his pistol. He refuses, 
however, to give the name of the ac- 
cused partner. 

Etta Butler, the Napa woman who 
yesterday claimed Butler as her hus- 
band who had _ deserted her, was 
brought face to face with the prisoner 
today in the presence of the chief of 
detectives. There was no recognition 
on the part of either Butler or the 
woman, each declaring it a case of mis- 
taken identity. The multi-murderer 
maintains his attitude of cynical in- 
difference, reiterating that his arrest 
is all “tommy rot.” In appearance he 
is not unlike Holmes, and also has 
something of the expresison fo Roe, 
the Napa murderer. 

The police now believe Butler told 
the truth when ‘he said his name is 
Richard Ashe. At least that is the 
name by which he was known until 
he was here four years ago. As Ashe 
he was a suspected murderer, when 
he deserted from the ship Star of 
Russia in 1891, being accused of the 
murder of an Italian named Napoli. 
The police believe that as Ashe he 
sailed in 1893 on the British ship Olive- 
bank, now due here from Newcastle, 
Australia. Ashe, or Butler, tried to 


‘start a mutiny on the Star of Russia 


and also gave trouble, if he isthe sailor 
with whose history he is connected, on 


the Olivebank. 


The police are satisfied, too, that 
Butler is the murderer of Harwod, the 
Australian mineralogist, whose certifi- 
cates aS an assayer were found in 
Butler‘s possession. It is now thought 
that Butler himself never studied as- 
saying, but that he simply appropriated 
the certificates as he did everything 
else belonging to his successive victims. 

NOT BUTLER’S WIFE. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 3.—Mrs. Etta 
Butler of Napa is not the wife of the 
Australian murderer, at least she says 
she doesn’t think she is. 

The deserted Mrs. Butler came-to the 
city this morning, in company with her 
uncle and a Solano county officer, to 
see the man she thought to be her 
husband. 

After listening to the woman's tale, 
Capt. Lees ordered the prisoner to be 
brought up from the prison. When he 


‘confronted the woman supposed to be 


his wife he gazed at her as one stranger 
gazes at another. and she acted in the 
same way. There was no sign of recog- 
nition in either which would indicate 
that they had met before. After Butler 
was out of hearing Capt. Lees turned 
to Mrs. Butler: 

“Is that your husband?” he asked. 

“TI don’t think it is,”’ was the equivo- 
cal response. 

“Are you not certain?’ asked the 
‘chief of detectives. 

“Well, I am quite certain it is not he. 
I have not seen him for three years, 
but feel sure I would know him if I 
were to see him.” 
. Butler, on the other hand, is more de- 
cided, for after looking the woman over 
this morning, he remarked to Sergt. 
Colby: “That lady is not my wife, but 


I wouldn’t mind being her husband. 
She is a fine-looking lady.” 
PREPARATIONS TO EXTRADITE 
HIM. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 3.—Prepara- 
tions for the extradition of Butler are 
being hurried and should the so-called 


murderer be extradited before next Fri- 
day at noon he will leave on the 
steamer Monowai for Sydney, and in 
that event the same steamer will prob- 
ably bring back next April the account 
of his trial and, in the event of his 
conviction, of his execution. The de- 
tectives have visited the steamer and 
the forward between decks have been 
measured. It was found possible to 
build a room long and comfortable 
enough to accommodate Butler, and 
should he be extradited, the quarters, 
walled by heavy six-inch planking, will 
be put up in less than six hours. 

Butler will be provided with a com- 
fortable bed and will live on the best 
the ship provides during his voyage to 
the Antipodes. Should he not get away 
on the Monowai he will remain in the 
City Jail until the Alameda sails, one 
month from now. 


DOUBLE TAXATION. 


National Bank Stock Exempt from 
State Taxes. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 3.—The con- 
troversy which has existed in this 
State for some time past as to whether 
the stock of national banks is assess- 
able for purposes of State taxation, 
was determined by a decision handed 
down today by the Supreme Court, 
through the commissioner, to the effect 
that such shares of stock in national 
banks are exempt from State taxation. 
The decision is of much interest, as 
there are several national banks in this 
city and one or more in nearly everv 
county of the State, while their capital 
stock is widely distributed. 

The decision is the result of a suit 
brought in Modesto to deter the tax 
collector of Stanislaus county from 
collecting taxes levied on shares of the 
First National Bank of Modesto, which 
has a paid-up capital stock of 100,000. 
The Superior Court decided in the tax 
collector’s favor. 

The Supreme Court reverses the 
judgment of the lower court upon the 
ground that the taxation of the capital 
stock of national banks is not subject 
to State taxation, for section 3608 of 
the Political Code expressly so states, 
and that section was held constitu- 
tional in the-case of the people ex rel. 
Burke vs. Badlam, assessor (57 Cal., 
594.) This section and the decision 
hold that the property of the corpora- 
tion is assessed to the corporation, and 
an assesment of the shares of stock 
would be double taxation. Judgment 
is ordered entered for the plaintiffs and 
appellants. 


JORDAN ASSAILED. 


An Oakland Divine Scores the Stan- 
ford President. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

OAKLAND, Feb. 3.—Rev. Alfred 
Kummer, pastor of the First Methodist 
Episcopal Church, has arrayed himself 
in an open letter against the _ senti- 
ments of the lecture upon revivals de- 
livered by Prof. David Starr Jordan. 
The letter is full of vigorous expres- 
sions, and not free from positive re- 
provals.

HAWAIIAN ANNEXATION. 


THE QUESTION REVIVED IN THE 


SENATE. 


Senator Frye Asks for an Appropri- 
ation to Improve Pearl Harbor, 
Hoping Thus to Establish Amer- 
ican Sovereignty in the Islands. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—{Special Dis- 
patch.] The Sun has the following 
from Washington: The Hawaiian 
question was revived in the Senate this 
afternoon by Senator Frye of Maine. 
He introduced an amendment 4o the 
Sundry Civil Bill appropriating $100,000 
for the improvement of Pearl Harbor. 
For the United States to spend money 
in the improvement of Pearl Harbor 
would be, in the opinion of the Senator, 
an act of sovereignty which, if allowed 
to proceed, would establish the fact of 
American possession. In discussing the 
subject today he said: 

“I have several objects in introducing 
this amendment. One of these is that 
I believe it will be well for the United 
States to exercise an act of sovereignty 
in Pearl Harbor. Our jurisdiction over 
Pearl Harbor dates from the conven- 
tion of 1887. I do not imagine any ob- 
jection would be may by the present 
gxovernment of Hawaii to the exercise 
of sovereignty by the United States. 
At anv rate. it will do no harm to make 
the attempt. 

“But this is not the only reason why 
I introduced the amendment. I think 
it is high time Pearl Harbor should be 
fitted for the objects intended under 
the convention through which it came 
under American control. This is the 
finest harbor in the Pacific. It is big 
enought to float both the American 
and British navies without crowding, 
and the only thing needed to make it 
available is to clear away the bar at 
its mouth, which Admiral Walker has 
reported can be done at a cost of $100,- 
000 at the outside. It is too early to talk 
about annexation, but if the islands 
are ever to be annexed, of course it 
would be an advantage to have the 
harbor improved. 

When the amendment comes up it 
may bring on more or less of debate 
about annexation.” 

“Do you think the country is still 
favorable to annexation?’ 

“T have no doubt of it. Not much 
may be said now, but if the question 
should be brought up seriously you 
would quickly discover what .he feei- 
ing was.” 

“But how about the report that Mr. 
McKinley is opposed to annexation?” 

“I no not believe he ever scid any- 
thing of the kind, but I have no dcutt 
the sugar interests are as hostile to 
annexation as they have teen all 
along. Opposition from the beginning 
has been due chiefly to sugar. I am 
not so sure but that the United States 
will be compelled to take the islands 
whether they are wanted or not. Japan 
is looking that way, and the Japanese 
on the islands are beginning to agitate 
for suffrage, which would put them 
in practical control.” 


A Dismal Failure. 

ST. PAUL (Minn.,) Feb. 3.—The Pio- 
neer-Press special from Anacon 
Mont., says: The strike on the Butte, 
Anaconda and Pacific Railroad was 
declared off today. All trains ran as 
usual throughout the day from an 
early hour, and the strikers, seeing the 
issue was lost, gave up the battle. The 
leaders among the men declare they 
failed because the men failed to keep 
their pledges, and the men say they 
“were misinformed as to facts or they 
would not have voted to strike. About 
forty men lost their positions.

REFORMS FOR CUBA. 


READY FOR THE QUEEN RE- 
GENT’S SIGNATURE. 


They Contemplate a Decentraliza- 
tion of the Governing Power of 
the Island. 


STRING TO HOME-RULE POLICY. 


TO GO INTO EFFECT WHEN THE 
CRUEL WAR IS OVER, 


Gen. Daniel BE. Sickles Says He is not 
Afraid to Ship Arms to the In- 

nte—Femaic Exiles at 
Jacksonville. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

MADRID, Feb 3.—The Cabinet at a 
meeting held this afternoon considered 
the question of reforms for Cuba. The 
terms of the scheme proposed are not | 
fully known, but they are based on the 
bill previously passed by the Cortes, 
though more liberal concessions will be 
adopted. Spain, however, reserves the 
right of making commercial treaties 
with foreign countries in behalf of 
Cuba, the administration of which will 
not be so independent as has been 
stated in the United States. 

READY FOR SIGNATURE. 

MADRID, Feb. 3.—([By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Cabinet has finally agreed 
upon a scheme for Cuban reforms which 
will be submitted to the Queen re- 
gent for signature tomorrow. The text 
will probably be gazetted Saturday. 
The Council of State will examine the 
programme for reforms after publica- 
tion. The date upon which the reforms 
will be carried into effect will depend 
upon the porgress of the military opera- 
tions in Cuba. 

ELABORATE DECREES. 

LONDON, Feb. 4.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Madrid says that the 
scheme for reforms on the island of 
Cuba, which will be submitted to the 
Queen Regent for signature, contains 
a large number if elaborate decrees 
and will occupy several pages of the 
gazette. 

The correspondent of the Times at 
Madrid announces that he has been 
unable to secure a copy of the pro- 
posed programme of reforms, but it 
is said the most important -changes 
consist of the creation of an assembly 
to be called the council of adminis- 
tration. This council will be com- 
posed of thirty-five members. Twenty- 
one of these members will be elected 
by the people of Cuba; six will be 
elected by the different corporations, 
and the remainder will be selected, one 
a magistrate, one a university pro- 
fessor, one an archbishop and five 
former senators or deputies. This coun- 
cil of administration will be empowered, 
first, to prepare the budget; secondly 
to examine into the fitness of officials 
appointed; thirdly, to make a tariff 
subject to the condition that Spanish 
imports are to have an advantage over 
the imports from other countries. 

The Governor-General will represent 
the Spanish government, and will have 
the right to nominate officers, which 
shall be Cubans or Spaniards who have 
resided two years in Cuba. Neverthe- 
less, the men filling the office of Gover- 
nor-General may exercise a wtse dis- 
cretion in the nomination of high 
functionaries, such as magistrates, 
prefects, etc, 

Other decrees concern the organiza- 
tion of the provincial municipalities, 


tive of the municipal council. They will 
be generally empowered to elect their 
presidents and will have exclusive con- 
trol of the matter of publication. 

According to the decree, the govern- 
ment reserves to itself extraordinary 
powers in event of any disturbance of 
the public order of Cuba. Cuba will 
continue to elect senators and deputies 
2 the Spanish Cortes as at the present 

Taken as a whole the new scheme of 
Cuban reforms is along lines of much 
broader decentralization than were 
found in the plan of reforms granted 
to Porto Rico. 

Th powers of the Governor-General 
are much more extended, and while 
the council, will, it is said, be fairly 
representative of all parties and all 
interests, the Spanish government will 
continue to vote budgets and treaties 
for colonies. ‘ 


ARMS FOR CUBANS, 


Gen. Sickles Defies Interference with 
Any Shipments. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—In an address 
on the Cuban question delivered last 
night before the Brooklyn Democratic 
Club in Historical Hall, Gen. Daniel BE. 
Sickles made the announcement that 
he was ready to personally take charge 
of a consignment of arms for the Cuban 
insurgents. 

“I will personally dispatch them,” he 
said, “and I will consign them to Gen. 
Gomez. I will defy all intereference. 
I would be ready to accept all the con- 
sequences of my action. I make this 
statement, not in defiance of the law 
and the authorities, but because I 
know such an act would be perfectly 
lawful and in line with the uniform de- 
cisions of our courts.’ 

During the course of his address 
Gen Sickles declared that because of 
our traditional position of not alloWing 
any foreign power to interfere with 
the Spanish rule of Cuba, this country 
has assumed the responsibility for 
whatever relief shall be given to Cuba 


now suffering. 

He insisted that the United States 
owes it to civilization to interfere. He 
was in favor of recognizing the bellig- 
erency of the insurgents and ridiculed 
the idea that a war with Spain might 
result therefrom.

Senator Stratton’s Bill Considered 
in Committee.

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 3.—The joint 
Committeeon Election Laws mettonight 
and considered Senator Stratton’s pri- 
mary law. The section pertaining to 
partisan registration was eliminated. 
In the section requiring that the pri- 
mary officers be selected from thirty 
members of each precinct, the number 
was reduced to fifteen. The men sel- 
ected will be exempt from jury duty 
for one year.

ST. LOUIS, Feb. 3.—According to

The most important Statement of the 
Attorney-General Was that the pending 
settlement with the Union Pacific would 
probably be effected before the ad- 
journment of the summer term of the 
United States courts. He suggested 
certain changes in the Harrison Bill, 
one being that the commission be au- 
thorized to accept any offer to sell the 
government's interest and title to the 
Pacific roads. Harrison has prepared 
an amendment to cover this point. 

Harmon also sald no commission 
should be restrained by the establish- 
ment of minimum prices for settle- 
ments. He did not believe a mixed 
commission composed partly of private 
citizens and partly of Cabinet officers, 
was practical. He suggested that the 
commission should be empowered to 
employ expert accountants and railroad 
experts. The authority of the execu- 
tive branch of the government to make 
a settlement under the existing law, 
which is limited to foreclosure proceed- 
ings, he said, was inadequate, and for 
this reason the establishment of a com- 
mission, which would include the At- 
torney-General, was desirable. 

FORECLOSURE AUTHORIZED. 


ST. LOUIS (Mo.,) Feb. 3.—United 
State Circuit Judge Sanborn today in 
chambers entered orders authorizing 
the government to foreclose its liens 
on the Kansas Pacific extending from 
Kansas City to Denver, and known as 
a branch of the Union Pacific; also the 
Kansas Central, from Leavenworth, 
Kan., to Miltonvale, Kan., 163 miles. 
The Kansas Central went into the 
Rands of a receiver in 1893, and the 
Union Pacific holds $3,000,000 of its 
stocks and bonds,

i having accepted.” 
| €ommenting on the foregoing, the 
' Evening Post says: ‘Capitalists identi- 
fied with the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company, members of the underwriting 
syndicate and of the Reorganization 
Committee, as well as others connected 
with the Oregon Railway and Naviga- 
tion Company, frankly admitted today 
that a large block of stock of the last- 
named company had been purchased 
from German holders. They said that 
the stock so purchased, together with 
that the purchasers already held, will 
give them (the new owners of the 
stock) control of the Oregon Railway 
and Navigation Company and insure 
its being maintained as an independent 
property and operated in harmonious 
relations with the Northern Pacific, the 
Great Northern and the Union Pacific 
railways. The members of the $40,- 
000,000 syndicate who underwrote the 
securities of the new Northern Pacific 
Company heartily aprove of the trans- 
actions. The syndicate is about to be 
closed up, and the members now only 
wait the account thereof from Mr. 
Morgan. A member of the syndicate 
said today there were very few of the 
securties now remaining in their hands 
and those they could sell in five min- 
utes at good prices. The syndicate 
will net a profit of about 7 per cent. 
on their investment.”

Chairman Woodward of the Board

‘| Capital yesterday to be present when 


the proposed new county government 
act is passed upon. This committee 
from the board is to see that the ex- 
penses of the county are not to be in- 
creased by the bill when it comes be- 
fore the Assembly. No formal action 
in regard to directing the course of the 
committee has been taken by the 
board, but it is generally understood 
that certain provisions of the bill are 
not at all in accordance with the views 
and wishes of that body. 

Yesterday forenoon a committee from 
the Chamber of Commerce called on 
the board for the purpose of obtaining 
permission to draw on the immigra- 
tion fund for money to carry on more 
extensive advertising. 

Each member of the committee ad- 
dressed the board, and the gist of their 
remarks was that the fund for ad- 
vertising literature and descriptive 
catalogues has given out, and the fre- 
quent calls for that class of matter 
made it necessary that something of 
the kind should be issued. The object of 
the project as stated was to meet the 
demand for information. The commit- 
tee offered the board complete control 
of the advertising matter issued, and 
asked for $1000, to be paid as the board 
saw fit, and under control of a Super- 
visor if desirable. The Chamber of 
Commerce has not asked for relief for 
two or three years, and the board took 
the matter under advisement. 

The board met yesterday afternoon, 
and on motion of Hanley, Supervisor 
Davis was duly elected chairman pro 
tem. in the absence of Chairman 
Woodward. 

Hanley moved that the plans and 
specifications for grading the Loe An- 
geles and Ventura stage road through 
Cahuenga Pass be advertised. The 
motion was carried, and the clerk di- 
rected to advertise for bids for the 
same, to be opened February 17, 1897, 
certified checks in the sum of 5 per 
cent. of the bid offered to accompany 
the bids. 

On motion of Field Supervisor Han- 
ley was authorized to have the bridges 
in the Fifth Supervisor District ex- 
amined by a bridge inspector. 


SERIOUS RUNAWAY ACCIDENT. 


Frightened Horses Collide with a 
Wagon and Two Men are Hart. 
A serious runaway accident, by 

which two men were injured, occurred

A. B. Preston, a driver employed by 
Joseph, the Main-street second-hand 
dealer, and George Millerd of No. 721 
East Fifteenth street, were driving 
along Sixth street in a light wagon 
drawn by one horse.

Police Surgeon Hagan made an 
examination, ‘but found no fracture 
near the scalp wound, although it is 
possible that the skull was cracked at 
some other place. The injured man 
was also hurt internally and his left 
leg was badly bruised.

THE COUNTY FUNDS. 


Transferred from the Banks to the 
County Treasurer’s Custody. 

In order to comply fully with the law 
and the instructions of the Bank Com- 
missioners, the Farmers’ and Mer- 
chants’ Bank Tuesday turned over to 
County Treasurer Fleming all the 
county funds formerly in its custody. 
The Treasurer furnishes his own bond 
and will henceforth be alone responsi- 
ble for the safe-keeping of the county 
moneys. The California Bank has pur- 
sued the same course. 


Secretary to the President. 


{Chicago Inter Ocean:] There is talk 
at Washington of creating a new of- 
fice, Secretary of the President. Just 
how much basis there may be for the 
talk does not appear. It may be mere 
idle gossip. But one thing js clear, the 
present system does not suit the re- 
auirements of the situation, and the 
time is opportune for a reconstruction. 

Originally the Secretary of State was 
intended to be Secretary to the Presi- 
dent. He makes no report as the head 
of a portfolio to this day, and every 
Presidential commission, no matter in 
what department, is countersigned by 
the Secretary of State. These peculiari- 
ties are both relics of an outgrown 
past. The Secretary of State long since 
ceased to be Secretary of the Presi- 
dent, and became the executive head 
of a department, the same as the other 
Cabinet officers. By right, he should 
submit a report on foreign affairs, pre- 
cisely as other Cabinet officers do on 
their departments, and there is no 
longer any good reason why he should 
have the drudgery of countersigning 
every Presidential commission, Yet : 


there is no officer less than a Cabinet | 
officer with sufficient dignity and re- 
sponsibili to serve as a substitute. 
The Secretary of the President should 
relieve the Secretary of State of the du- 
ties now devolving upon him, which 
are distinct from foreign affairs, and 
free from the more important duties 
now belonging to the private secretary. 
Daniel Lamont came down to Wash- 
ington from Albany to be private sec- 
retary to Grover Cleveland, whom he 
had served in that capacity when the 
President was Governor of New York, 
and, as it proved, then for the first 
time the position of private secretary 
to the President attracted general at- 
tention. Mr. Lamont seemed to have 
excellent qualifications for the place. 
At least he was popular alike with 
the representatives of the press and 
with all other White House callers. 
The position is one requiring great tact, 
as well as absolute trustworthiness, and 
a high order of ability. Mr. Lamont is 
now Secretary of War, in which posi- 
tion he has a picnic as compared with 
the exactions of his first position. He 
was in very fact secretary to the 
President. Ordinarily, a man so well 
fitted for it would hardly consent to 
be burdened with the disagreeable 
drudgery of private secretary. There 
is surely room for both, the latter be- 
ing the head of the corps of clerks em- 
ployed at the Chief Executive's office. 


THE ANT-BEAR. 
Most Showy Quadruped in All South 
America. 

With the exception of the jaguar, 
says a writer in St. Nicholas, the great 
ant-eater, the ant-bear or creste? ant- 
bear, whichever you choose to call 
him, is the most showy quadruped in 
all South America; nor ain I at all 
sure he is not entitled to first plare. 
In height and bulk, a full-grown _ spe- 
cimen is about as large as @ New- 
foundiand dog, and is really quite orar- 
shaped in body and legs. Its tali is 
long and strong and bears a tremen- 
dous brush of coarse, wiry, brown- 
black hair, which makes this organ 
very noticeable. Its head is so small 
and its muzzle so fearfully prolonged 
that it reminds one of ‘the head and 
beaks of an ibis. Its mouth is a nar- 
row clit across the end of that curious 
muzzle, its tongue is like a big anye- 
worm, a foot long, and it nas no teeth 
whatever. Its covering is @ coat of 
long, coarse brown hair, most strange:y 
marked by a black band underneath 
the throat, which on the chest divides 
into a long, wedge-shaped stripe of 
black that extends backward anJ up- 
ward across the shoulder. 

To me it has always been a puzzle 
why this creature should possess such 
a luxuriant coat of hair in so hot a cli- 
mate. Another point still more open to 
criticism is his clubbed fore feet. He 
walks on his claws and the outer edges 
of his fore feet in a most awkward and 
even painful way, for which there 
seems to be no adequate excuse, unless 
his feet were formed that way to vex 
the souls of wicked taxidermists. Put 
them as you will, they will not look 
right; but to the living animal their 
big. strong, hooked claws are very use- 
ful in tearing the bark off decayed logs 
or ripping open ant-hills for the inser- 
tion of that sticky, worn-like tongue. I 
have often been told by South Ameri- 
can hunters that the ant-bear uses his 
long, bushy tail to sweep up ants with, 
so that they can be devoured more ex- 
peditiously; but I fancy that is only a

Uneasy Spirit of a "Has Been.’ 


{New York Mail and Express:] Why 
cannot John P. Altgeld rest quietly in 
the grave where has was recently de- 
posited by a regard for common de- 
cency and honesty in public life? The 
funeral is over and the mourners which 
returned to those pursuits which were 
temporarily taken from them by the 
criminal courts and restored by the 
pardoning power of Illinois. Why does 
the ‘late Governor violate custom and 
offend propriety by revisiting the 
glimpses of the moon, modernized in 
the electric lights of Chicago? Why 
not stay buried? We would forget 
him, in his own interest and the inter- 
est of the people. Yet, like the spirits 
of the cursed, he haunts the scenes of 
his pernicious activity, still intent on 
poisoning the sense of those whose 
most evil day was that on which they 
first turned a listening ear to his So- 
cialist sophistry and gathered political 
faggots with which to add fuel to his 
fire of anarchy. 

On Saturday night Altgeld received a 
mob of the faithful at his hotel, ac- 
cepted sundry gifts, after calculating 
their value, and consistently sailed into 
his enemies—that is, the friends of law 
and order and the eighth commend- 
ment. And in the course of his re- 
marks he pointed out, in his inimitable 
and non-convincing style, that “in each 
of the fifteen States which Mark Hanna 
started out to carry there have been 
many more votes counted than there 
were male inhabitants over 21 years 
of age.”

rom sero friar, begging for his monas- 
ery. 

“Now, though I greatly object to any 
clergyman’s coming and taking me by 
the throat and saying ‘Pay me that 
thou owest,’ I never pass a begging 
friar without giving him sixpence, or 
the equivalent fivepence of foreign 
coin, extending the charity occasionally 
as far as tenpence, if no fivepenny bit 
chance to be in my purse. And this 
particular beggar friar having a gentile 
face, and a long white beard, and a 
beautiful cloak, like a blanket; and 
being altogether the pleasantest sight 
« » I was like ‘to see in Rome in the 
course of the day, I always gave him 
the extra fivepence for looking 80 nice; 
which generosity so worked on his mind 
(the more usual English religious sen- 
timent in Rome expending itself rather 
in buying poetical pictures of monks 
than in filling their bellies) that, after 
some six or seven doles of tenpences, 
he must needs take my hand one day 
and try to kiss it, which, being only 
just able to prevent, I took him round 
the neck and kissed his lips instead; 
and this, it seems, was more to him 
than the tenpences, for next day he 
brought me a little reliquary, with a 
certificated fiber in it of St. Francis’s 
cloak (the hair one now preserved at 
Assisi:) and when afterward I showed 
my friend Fra Antonio, the Assisi sa- 
cristan, what I had got, it was a pleas- 
ure to see him open his eyes.

DANIEL DE FOE’S NIECE. 


Was Formerly a Resident of Calvert, 
Md... Where She Died. 

[Baltimore Sun:] The story of the 
destruction of Robinson Crusoe’s isl- 
and and its subsequent denial brings 
to mind the fact that the niece of 
Daniel De Foe lived at Calvert, Cecil 
county, where she married and died. 
The name of De Foe’s niece was Eliz- 
abeth Maxwell. She was 18 years of 
age when she left her uncle’s home in 
London. The cause for her departure 
is said to have been on accoutn of the 
attentions of a young man of whom 
her mother and uncle disapproved. The 
young lady is said to have been a de- 
termined girl, and, boarding a vessel, 
she agreed to be sold for a term of 
years to pay for her e to the 
New World. She reached Philadel- 
phia in the autumn of 1718 and was 
sold with several others who had been 
brought over on the vessel. Her pur- 
chaser was Andrew Job of Brick Meet- 
ing House, now Calvert, Md. 

In 1725 Miss Elizabeth was married 
in the old meeting-house to Thomas 
Job, son of the old Quaker who bought 
her. After the wedding she wrote her 
uncle and informed him of her where- 
abouts and circumstances. De Foe re- 
plied that her mother was dead, but 
some property had been wwilled to 
her. The author expressed great desire 
that his niece take good care of the 
effects that had been left her, as they 
had descended to the family from 
their Flemish ancestors, who sought 
refuge under Queen Elizabeth from 
the tyranny of Philip of Spain. 

Several pieces of the furniture are 
still in the keeping of descendants in 
Cecil county, among them two chairs 
owned by Hannah Griffith, both com- 
ing from Dé Foe’s study. One is in~ 
its orginal condition. It is a heavy 
chair, with oaken seat and carved 
legs and back. Daniel De Foe Job, 
one of Elizabeth Job’s grandsons, de- 
scribes his grandmother as a little 
old woman, passionately fond of flow- 
ers, and retaining her activity of mind 
and body until the end of her life, in 
1872, aged 82 years. 

Another grandson, Andrew Job, the 
hermit of Notingham Forest, died in 
the ninety-second year of his age. The 
sole descendant bearing the Job name 
is Haines Job, who resides near Cal- 
vert.

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PLIGHT OF THE RAILWAYS, 


The New York Sun publishes an 
article by Robert P. Porter, the statis- 
tician, upon what the writer terms the 
“plight. of the railways,” from which 
it appears that the railroad business, 
as an investment, is far from being as 
profitable as most persons imagine it 
to be. Mr. Porter's figures show, in 
point of fact, that no branch of busi- 
ness or line of investment is more 
precarious than that of railroad con- 
struction and operation. 

The total valuation of the railroads 
of the country, as shown by the latest 
general balance-sheets, is close to $12,- 
000,000,000, while the total value of the 
farms of the country is only $13,000,000, - 
000, and the captial invested in manu- 
factures is less than $6,000,000,000. In- 
asmuch as 70 per cent. of the stock 
and 17 per cent. of the bonds of the 
railroads returned nothing to the in- 
vestors in 1895 and practically nothing 
in 1896, it is evident that the average 
profits on securities of this class are 
not fabulously large. 

At least half of the railroad invest- 
ments, according to Mr. Porter's esti 
mates, are non-productive, taking 
everything into accoum. Railroads 
cannot “shut down,” or suspend oper- 
ations in dull times, as is the custom 
of manufacturing plants. Their char- 
ters require them to keep in operation, 
on pain of forfeiture, whether business 
be light or heavy. Hence many are 
operated at an actual loss during sea- 
sons of business depression. The most 
they can do in such cases is to curtail 
expenses by reducing the number of 
employés and the number of trains. 
Such reductions have been made quite 
generally during the past few years of 
depression. The number of men in the 
direct employ of the railroads was at 
one time 870,000. It it now about 100,- 
000 less, but would have increased to at 
least 1,000,000 had not the prosperity 
of the country been arrested. These 

take no account of the large 
numbers of men indirectly in the ser- 
vice of railways, in car shops, loco- 
motive works, blast furnaces, rail mills 
and numerous industries which are in- 
directly connected with the railway 
business of the country. The number 
of these indirect employés has neces- 
sarily been greatly reduced because 
of the general business depression in- 
@ugurated four years ago. 

It was the common and oft-reiter- 
ated assertion of the advocates of 
free trade, in the Presidential Cam- 
paign of 1892, that the tariff question 
affected only a small proportion of the 
people; or, rather, that the benefits of 
the tariff were enjoyed by a few per- 
sons, comparatively, at the expense of 
the many. The idea that persons en- 
gaged in the railroad business had any 
material interest in the tariff question 
was ridiculed by the free-trade press, 
While the advocates of protection 
stoutly and steadily maintained that 
the tariff question was in no sense a 
local or a narrow issue, but that it 
affected every citizen of the United 
States. The sequel has completely 
vindicated this position, and “the plight 
of the railways” furnishes an apt illus- 
tration of its truth. Had the wide- 
spread business activity which followed 
the enactment of the McKinley law 
been permitted to continue, the num- 
ber of direct employés of the railroads 
would now unquestionably be not less 
than 1,000,000, and probably more, in- 
stead of 870,000. And the number of 
indirect employés would be much larger 
than it is; for hundreds of mills anda 
factories which manufacture railway 
supplies would be running on full time, 
and to their full capacity, instead .of 
being shut down or operating on part 
time, with reduced forces of men. 

It appears, therefore, that the tariff 
is an issue in which all are interested, 
since the depression which began with 
the free trade victory of 1892 has 
brought privation and suffering to all.

ably, realize this fact more keenly than 
those engaged in the railway industry, 
whether as employers or employés. The 
fact that the railway employés of the 
country very generally voted the Re- 
publican ticket in the late election 
shows that they correctly understand 
the situation. 

There are good reasons for hoping 
and believing that we are almost at 
the end of ‘the era of depression, and 
at the threshold of a new and brighter 
era of widespread industrial activity 
and general prosperity. The trans- 
formation cannot be accomplished in a 
day nor a month. It will necessarily 
take time to repair the damage that 
has been wrought, to restore the con- 
fidence that has been shaken, and to 
correct the grievous mistakes of the 
past four years. But all these things 
will be done in good time if the incom- 
ing Republican administration be per- 
mitted to carry out the will of the 
people in accordance with the mandate 
of the late election, unhampered by 
factious opposition from avowed oppo- 
nents, or professed friends. The Re- 
publican party will be held responsible 
for national legislation during the next 
four years. It is entitled to have un- 
restricted scope to work out its plans. 
If these plans fail by reason of in- 
herent weakness or error, it will then 
be time for the people to retire the Re- 
publican party from power and try a 
new experiment. 


A BUBBLE PUNCTURED. 


During the late Presidential campaign 
the name of Sir Morton Frewen of Lon- 
don, Eng., became a more or less fa- 
miliar one in the United States. Mr. 
Frewen visited this country, after the 
Presidential nominations had been 
made, for the avowed purpose of study- 
ing the money question as he found it 
here. During the campaign divers and 
various statements appeared from time 
to time in the Bryanite press, purport- 
ing to have emanated from Mr. Frewen, 
and invariably favorable to the free- 
silver cause. After the election, further 
statements were published, of which Mr. 
Frewen was alleged to be the author, to 
the effect that his observations had led 
him to believe that colossal frauds had 
been perpetrated in Indiana and other 
States, by reason of which Bryan was 
defeated. It was stated that Mr. 
Frewen, upon his return to England, 
had published a letter in the London 
Times, alleging these frauds and giving 
figures to sustain them. The Bryanite 
papers even published alleged extracts 


| from Mr. Frewen's alleged letter to the 


London Times, in which the Republic- 
ans were severely arraigned as being 
responsible for the alleged frauds, and 
Mr. Frewen was paraded as a “disin- 
terested observer” whose observations 
and conclusions were free from preju- 
dice. 

It now appears conclusively that the 
statements purporting to have come 
from Mr. Frewen have been manufac- 
tured out of whole cloth; that he has 
written no letter, of the kind alleged, to 
the London Times; and that the ante- 
election statements attributed to him 
'were fabrications. Mr. Frewen has 
written a letter to the Chicago Inter 
Ocean disclaiming any such statements 
as those accredited to him. In the 
course of the letter he says: 

“Your editorial of December 24 re- 
ferring to a letter of mine which you 
were misled in believing had been pub- 
lished in the London Times is not war- 
ranted. No letter of mine alleging 
election frauds or even expressing sur- 
prise at the dimensions of the vote in 
Indiana has appeared either in the 
Times or any other paper. I venture 
to ask you to publish this contradic- 
tion because similar fictions as to my 
opinions oral or written have appeared 
in the American press, both during and 
since the election.” 

Comment is scarcely necessary. It is 
merely desired to place Mr. Frewen’s 
disclaimer in evidence as a matter of 
record. It carries its own sufficient 
comment

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—After a 
brief parliamentary struggle in the 
Senate late this afternoon, the friends 
of the Nicaragua Canal Bill were un- 
able to hold a quorum and sit out the 
obstruction to that measure. Mr. Vilas 
of Wisconsin (Dem.) had continued his 
speech in opposition, this being his 
third day. At 4:30 p.m., a cross fire 
of motions to adjourn and calls of the 
Senate began. The friends of the bill 
resisted adjournment, while the oppo- 
sition sought to close the session and 
give Mr. Vilas a rest from his pro- 
tracted efforts. 


The parliamentary contest continued 
at intervals for half an hour, when all 
business was suspended by the absence 
of a quorum, but the members 8- 
ent refused to adjourn. The friends of 
the bill finally gave up the hope of se- 


curing a quorum and yielded to an ad- 
journment. 


Mr. Vilas continues to hold the floor. 
In his remarks today he asserted that 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty was in full 
force and that the American people 
would insist upon full and honorable 
adherence to its terms. 

Senator Morgan, in charge of the

ALASKA GOLD FIELDS. 


Prof. Walcott Makes an Official Re- 
port of the Territory. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—The Secre- 
tary of the Interior today sent to the 
Senate a report by Prof. C. D. Walcott, 
director of the Geological Survey, of an 
exploration of the Alaska gold fields 
made last summer by a party sent out 
by the bureAu. The expedition trav- 
ersed the Valley of the Yukon from.the 
British boundary on the east to the 
mouth of the river on the west, examin- 
ing all the known placer deposits and 


| tracing these deposits to the quartz 


veins along the headwaters of the 
tributaries of the Yukon. 

“Sufficient data,”’ Prof. Walcott says, 
“was secured to establish the presence 
of a gold belt 400 miles in length in 
Alaska, which enters the Territory near 
the mouth of Forty Mile Creek and ex- 
tends westward across the Yukon Val- 
ley at the lower ramparts. Its further 
extent is unknown.” 

The opinion is expressed by the geolo- 
gist in charge of the expedition that it 
is practicable to prosecute quartz min- 
ing throughout the Yukon region. Large 
areas of rock containing hard bitumi- 
nous coal were also discovered along 
the river. 

Prof. Walcott says the international 
line running from the Artic ocean to 
Mount St. Elias cuts through the Yukon 
belt. He adds: 

“It is known that the gold belt ex- 
tends eastward for a considerable dis- 
tance into the British possessions. There 
can be little if any dispute, however, 
as to the position of the boundary line 
where it crosses the belt. The disputed 
line is from Mount St. Elias south to 
the head of Portland channel,” 

Prof. Walcott asks for an appropria- 
tion of $250,000 to enable a more com- 
plete examination. 


BRIDGE-BURNERS, 


Worthy of a Higher Pension Than 
Common Soldiers. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. ] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—The East 
Tennessee bridge-burners have been 
recommended by the House Committee 
on Invalid Pensions as worthy of a 
higher rate of pension than other 
soldiers, because of the perilous char- 
acter of their duty and the sufferings 
they underwent. 

A number of citizens of East Ten- 
nessee in 1861 enlisted in the Union 
army as bridge-burners, understand- 
ing they would be ged or shot if 
captured by the enemy. They only 
consented to work on condition that 
the army under Thomas should at once 
occupy Tennessee after the bridges 
were burned, in order to protect the 
men engaged, and this was promised. 
The bridges were burned, but Thomas 
did not come, having been recalled, 
and the burners were deserted. They 
attempted to escane into Kentucky, 
but Were unsuccessful, and disbanded. 
Some were captured and shot, some 
escaped to the mountains, and others 
joined the Union army. In view of 
these facts the committee thinks spe- 
cial recognition should be given them. 

Thege facts are set forth in a report 
from the House Committee on Invalid 
Pensions upon a bill introduced by 
Representative Anderson of Tennes- 
see, which provides that thirteen per- 
sons who were engaged in this service 
be placed on the pension list at $24 a 
month. 


MONETARY CONFERENCE. 


House Committees Clashing Over 
Jurisdiction of the Bill. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—The Senate 
bill for an international monetary con- 
ference, will be considered tomorrow 
by the House Committee on Coinage 
to which it was referred, and the mem- 
bers expect it will be reported without 
much opposition. There was some con- 
tention among the committees over 
jurisdiction in the matter. The Foreign 
Affairs Committee claimed the right, 
as it had charge of the question when 
it was last agitated in Congress, and 
members of that committee gerved on 
the Brussels conference. The Coinage 
Committee, has a large free silver con- 
tingent, including one Republican, Mc- 
Clure of Ohio, and one Independent, 
Hartman of Montana, but they. are not 
likely to oppose the plan. Representa- 
tive C. W. Stone of Pennsylvania, 
chairman of the committee, talked with 
Speaker Reed about the bill today. He 
is confident the committee on rules 
will give a day for debate soon if the 
bill is reported. 


SUGAR #SOUNTY. 
An Appropriation Wanted to Pay 
, the Balance Due. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Representa- 
tives of the sugar: growing interests 
are making an effort to secure from 
Congress an appropriation of $1,048,000 
to settle the balance of the bounties 
which they claim are due them under 
the act passed in the last session of 
the Fifty-third Congress. This act 
gave the sugar growers something over 
$5,000,000 for the bounty which they 
guaranteed by the McKinley law, but 
were cut off by the Wilson tariff act. 
The sugar men now claim that the ap- 
propriation of $5,000,000 only covered 
about 83 per cent. of the amount due 
them, at the rate of eight-tenths of a 
cent a pound bounty. 

Today the Louisiana delegation on 
Congress and representatives of the 
sugar-beet men appeared before the 
Appropriations Committee to ask for a 
paragraph in the Sunday Civil Appro- 
priation Bill to satisfy their claims. 
Mr. Buck of Louisiana spoke for the 
sugar-growers. 


Control of Liquor Traffic. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—The Senate 
Committee on Interstate Commerce to- 
day agreed to report Senator Tillman's 
bill giving States the same control over 
liquor imported from other States that 
they have over liquors manufactured 
within their own borders. Some amend- 
ments are recommended, one of them 
making the bill apply to other than 
original packages as well as original 
packages. Another in words extends 
the control to all liquors “without re- 
gard to the manner of sale provided by 
the State or Territory.” Another 
amendment exempts liquors in transit 
through the State. 


Forfeited Opium. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—The House 
committee on Ways and Means today 
considered the bill recommended by the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue to 
authorize the sale of forfeited opium 
to the hfghest bidders. The committee 
decided to report the bill. Great quan- 
tities of opium have been seized by 
revenue officials on the Pacific Coast, 
and there is no authority under the 
existing laws by which it can be sold. 


Senator Harris’s Iliness. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Senator 
Harris of Tennessee tonight underwent 
an operation on his eye to relieve the 
intense pain he was undergoing, which 
was feared, if allowed to continue, 
would go to the brain. He bravely 
withstood the operation without taking 
any anaesthetic. Late tonight he is 
reported to be resting easily. 


Secretary of Labor. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—A bill pro- 
viding for the creation of a Cabinet po- 
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sition be filled by a secretary of la- 
bor was discussed today by the House 
Committee on Labor. The committee 
considered a suggestion that the de- 
‘partment should include labor, com- 
merce and manufacture, but no action 
was taken. 


Pearl Harbor. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Senator 
Frye today gave notice of an amend-

GOULDS TURNED DOWN. 


DIAMOND MATCH STOCKHOLDERS 


DISAGREE. 


A Row at the Annual Meeting—The 
Gould Interests Charge Misman-~ 
agement, but are Voted Down. 
The President’s Statement. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

CHICAGO, Feb. 3.—The annual meet- 
ing of the stockholders of the Diamond 
Match Company today resulted in the 
election of directors on the regular 
ticket, after one of the stormiest and 
most exciting sessions in the history of 
company. Mismanagement and even 
charges of a criminal nature were al- 
leged by the Gould interests. Those 
interests were, however, a _ hopeless 
minority. 

The first war of words was started 
with the election of a chairman of the 
meeting. President Barber recognized 
Mr. Baird, who nominated Attorney 
Edwin Walker as chairman, and amid 
the protests of E..V. McCarty, one of 
Edwin Gould’s attorneys, he was de- 
clared elected. 

It was the evident intention of those 
in charge to override all opposition. 
President Barber read his report, in 
which he said: “It is unfortunate that 
the Diamond Match Company has for 
so long a time been a public institu- 
tion, so far as its workings and opera- 
tions are concerned. Its é¢arnings are 
known to the world and excite compe- 
tition of not only capital, but the in- 
ventive and workin energy of the 
world. With many acknowledged ad- 
vantages we feel -confident that the 
company is in a promising condition. 
There has been no time in the history 
of the company when its physical con- 
dition has been in such perfect order. 
Notwithstanding this fact, the efforts 
of your management should and doubt- 
less will be continued to further per- 
fect its machinery and methods. Not- 
withstanding the mishaps in the last 
year. it has been able to pay its usual 
10 per cent. cash dividend, and will 
continue to do so, from the earnings.” 

The statement was as follows: As-

MORGAN'S CHOICE. 


SIGNIFICANT REMARKS BY ONE 
OF THE HARBOR BOARD. 


Statements About Prevailing Storms 
That Do not Agree with the Evi- 
dence Submitted to the Board. 


SWELLS AND BREAKWATERS. 


APPARENTLY MORGAN 
SANTA MONICA. 


FAVORS 


Does Not Say So Directly, but That 
is the Logical Inference from 
What He Does Say—Four Years 

to Construct the Harbor. 


Richard P. Morgan, one of the mem- 
bers of the Harbor Board, left for 
Washington yesterday afternoon. He 
has been staying with his daughter at 
the Painter in Pasadena. Before his 
‘departure he said to a Times reporter: 

The location of the deep-water harbor 
has not yet been determined. Thus far 
the board has been engaged entirely in 
gathering information concerning the 
two proposed sites and there has been 
no attempt to decide upon either. In- 
deed, I do not know the views of any 
‘other member of the board, nor do I 
believe that any of them knows mine. 
We have a good,deal of work to do 
after we reach Washington. I cannot 
tell how long it will be before our re- 
port is submitted. Probably it will be 
ready before President Cleveland goes 
out of office. It must be completed by 
March 20, because at that time Admiral 
Walker will go on the retired list and 
if our report was not then ready, some 
one would have to be appointed to suc- 
ceed him. The decision between San 
Pedro and Santa Monica will be made 
after we reach Washington, and the 
work of preparing plans and specifica- 
tions for the harbor must then be done. 
Whichever place selected, it will 
probably take four years to complete 
the harbor. Indeed, it will-take good 


material for the construction of the 
breakwater can be obtained readily in 


does not decide as to what precise ma- 
terial shall be used. The work will 
probably be done under the supervision 
of a government engineer. The specifi- 
cations which we prepare will be of a 
general character and it is possible that 
minor changes may be made by the en- 
gineer having charge of the work.” 

Mr. Morgan spoke at some length 
about the character of prevailing 
storms on this Coast. He said that the 
characteristic storm is the southeaster, 
which always shifts around to the 
south, then to the west and finally to 
the north. While the storm lasts the 
greatest violence of wind and sea, in 
Mr. Morgan’s opimion, is from. the 
southeast, but the day after the storm 
a very heavy swell sets in from the 
west. This frequently presents an un- 
broken, undulating surface and its 
power is only evident when it meets an 
obstacle. If it strikes a breakwater at 
right angles the swell simply dashes 
against it and breaks without doing 
any damage. But if the swell strikes 
the breakwater quarteringly, its de- 
| structive, force ig_very great. 
gan said that the members of the Har- 
bor Board had been greatly disap- 
pointed in not seeing a real storm dur- 
ing their stay. Three times they had 
taken a trip to Santa Monica and San 
Pedro, expecting to see a genuine 
southeaster, but each time they had 
been disappointed. Neither wind nor 
sea had been severe enough to illus- 
trate the action of a heavy storm. 

Mr. Morgan’s statements as to the 
characteristics of the southeaster and 
the heavy swells which follow it are 
very significant. The testimony of- 
fered in behalf of San Pedro at the 
public hearings before the’ Harbor 
Board was to the effect that the seas 
from the southeast are not very heavy, 
and that the waves do not attain great 
violence until after the wind has 
shifted to the southwest. Mr. Morgan 
does not take this view. Furthermort 
the proposed breakwater at Santa Mon- 
ica would be at right angles to the di- 
rection of the heavy swells which fol- 
low southeasters, and according to Mr. 
Morgan this is the most effective angle 
at which a breakwater can be placed. 
On the other hand the plan for the 
San Pedro harbor contemplates a 
curved breakwater, against which the 
westerly swells must strike quarter- 
ingly. In Mr. Morgan’s opinion this is 
the most destructive angle at which 
they can strike. 

These circumstances indicate that 
Mr. Morgan is in favor of placing the 
deep-water harbor at Santa Monica. 
His views are apparently based largely 
upon the testimony offered by Corthell 
and Hood, Huntington’s engineers. As 
the other members of the board have 
given no indication of their opinions, 
and as Mr. Morgan says he does not 
know the choice of any of them, it is 
quite possible that he may prove the 
only advocate of Santa Monica.

Here is a Scheme! 

LET US HAVE THE SPHINX, FOR WE 
NEED IT IN OUR BUSINESS. 
COTATI (Cal.,) Feb. 2, 1897.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] Los Angeles 
has the reputation of being the most 
enterprising city in California. Its 
citizens, therefore, must possess not 
only public spirit, but have the means 
to secure the fulfillment of their wishes. 
It must be very painful for them to 
see able-bodied workingmen lined up 
around a swill wagon to save them- 
selves from starving, a spectacle not 
peculiarly disgraceful to Los Angeles, 

‘but to society at lharge. 

I, therefore, presume to offer a sug- 
gestion. which, if adopted, will tend to 
relieve the distress and at the same 
time give pleasure to the citizens and 
increase their pride in the city. 

That wondérful people, the Egyptians, 
have left relics, which, defying the 
ravages of time, have come down to us 
through a period of many thousands 
of years. The Sphinx is one of these. 
Its reputed age ever increases as in- 
vestigation proceeds. The fear of in- 
terfering with Noah's deluge no longer 
restrains the earnest searcher for 
truth: so that the 3000 years, formerly 
accredited to it, have increased to 
6000, and may go still higher. Be this 
as it may, there is no more interesting 
relic in the world. Would it not bea 
pride to Los Angeles to possess an 
imitation of this grand relic made to 
the natural size? 

The Egyptians were colossal in all 
their works. The length of the lion- 
like body was about 150 feet. The 
head is 30 feet long, 14 feet wide. From 
the top of the head to the base is 
about 70 feet. An enormous stone has 
been uncovered that once formed the 
cap of the creature, increasing its 
height still further. 

Now, it seems to me that with a 
little artistic skill and a good deal of 
cheap labor an imitation of this mon- 
ster might be created which would be 
very striking. Concrete could be used; 
it is not an expensive material, and 
the labor required is, for the most part, 
unskilled. 

The pedestal alone would absorb 
considerable unskilled labor. A mu- 
seum might be installed in its interior. 

There are many who would subscribe 
to a work of this kind who feel no 
great pleasure in giving where the 
work is sawing wood or the like. 

A great incentive toward obtaining 
subscriptions could be offered by ar- 
ranging to have the names of donors 
above a certain amount printed or 
molded in the pedestal. There would 
be room for thousands. Even givers 
of 25 cents could have their names 
printed on paper and glazed in. 

Artists and others who volunteered 
their work would likewise receive im- 
mortality, to the extent the work 
would confer, by having their names 
and a description of what they per- 
formed inscribed on the pedestal. 

Finally, this work can be carried on 
or suspended as the funds permitted. 

Some will say, “What a_ useless 
work!” Still it is not entirely so. We 
thirst after a knowledge of the ancient 
people who created the Sphinx. The 
sight of the model would convey an 
idea of them not to be imparted by 
printed accounts or engraver’s art.

FUTURE WORK. 


THE BETTER CITY GOVERNMENT 
LEAGUE GETS TOGETHER. 


Meeting of the Central Committee 
Meld Last Night—Special Com- 
mittee Submits Its Report, 


ENCOURAGED BY EXPERIENCE. 


CHARTER AMENDMENTS TO BE RE- 
VAMPED AND TRIED AGAIN. 


Burean of Complaint to be Estab- 
lished as a Means of Redress 
Against Corrupt Office-hold- 
ers—Appointments, 


A meeting of the Central Committee 
of the League for Better City Govern- 
ment was held in the league rooms last 
night. The attendance was large and 
many matters of importance to the 
city were discussed. The Special Com- 
mittee, appointed to devise a plan for 
the future work of the league, made 
the following report: 

“To the Central Committee: Your 
committee, appointed to consider the 
future work of the League for Better 
City Government and to outline @ plan 
for its continuance, beg to report as 
follows: 

“The league came into existence last 
Summer at a public meeting of three 
hundred leading business men, who 
were called together to consider what 
could be done to give us a better city 
government. Two lines of work were 
determined upon by the organization, 
one to influence the selection of the 
best possible men for municipal offices 
and the other the reformation of the 
whole system of city government by 
the adoption of a new charter. 

“The idea of the league and its gen- 
eral plan of work proved popular from 
the beginning, and about one thousand 
citizens joined the main organization, 
and subsequently 3600 more allied them- 
selves with the various ward clubs. 
It was the intention of the organizers 
of the league that a convention of dele- 
gates should be held prior to the con- 
ventions of the old parties, and that 
an independent ticket should be nomin- 
ated—a non-partisan ticket, from 
which the old parties might take what- 
ever material they found desirable. 
This plan was, however, defeated by 
the unusually early date of the regular 
party conventions, and the league was 
forced into the position of a critic pass- 
ing upon the nominations already 
made. It accepted the work, however, 
with good grace, and the result of the. 
election showed direct results quite as 
great as the best friend of the move- 
ment could have hoped. Every man 
indorsed by the league, whether for a 
city or a ward office, was elected, ex- 
cepting one, and he was defeated by 
only eight votes—a Republican in a 
strong Democratic ward. Six inde- 
pendent nominations were made, of 
which two were elected. 

“The general opinion prevailing in 
the community, as shown by thé unan- 
imous utterances of the press and of 
the business men of the city, credited 
the league with a great deal of in- 
fluence in effecting good nominations 
and electing desirable men to office. In 
short, the work of the league, as far 
as it concerned the municipal electian, 
was a decided success, and the organ- 
ization bids fair to be a power in the 
future in the affairs of the city. 

“The efforts of the league to secure 
charter reform was not so successful. 
A document was drafted along the lines 
of municipal usage now in voge in 
eastern and European cities. It was 
gallantly supported by the newspapers 
of the city, whose editors have shown 
themselves to be true friends to the 
cause of good government and defend- 
ers of the city’s best interests. A 
combination of the worst political ele- 
ments of the city was effected against 
the charter, aided by some good citi- 
zens who, because they did not agree 
with every section of the document, 
therefore opposed it aH. An unfor- 
tunate misunderstanding which’ arose 
among the workingmen with regard to 
certain provisions of the charter, a mis- 
understanding which there was not 
time to correct, cost us a great many 
votes. Serious opposition had also to 
be met with, we regret to say, from a 
source where it was not to be expected, 
viz., from certain office-holders who 
were elected to their present positions 
by the influence of the league. These 
gentlemen without exception took the 
pledge of the league, and their conduct 
becomes the more reprehensible by rea- 
son of the bad faith that it seems to in- 
volve. The league put up the best 
fight possible under the circumstances, 
but the charter was defeated, although 
over 4000 votes were cast in its favor. 

“It was perhaps not to be expected 
that a plan involving such radical 
changes in the municipal order could 
be put through at the first trial. A 
great deal has been accomplished in 
the education of the people, and much 
more remains to be done. The league 
is here not for one campaign, nor for 
one effort only in behalf of charter re- 
form, but for many years, let us hope, 
of earnest work. Under the aus- 
pices of the league a number of meet- 
ings have been held in all section of 
the city. A quantity of literature has 
been distributed, and a great amount 
of godd has been accomplished in the 
cause of better city government. The 
members therefore have no cause to 
feel discouraged, but should apply 
themselves anew, confident of greater 
success in the next undertaking. 

“With regard to the future effort of 
the league, especially during the ensu- 
ing year, your committee would ad- 
vise that it be put forth chiefly in the 
following lines: 

“First—To agitate by all legitimate 
means for a more economical and a 
more efficient city government. 

“Second—To establish and conduct a 
bureau of complaint, where any one 
who has a legitimate grievance against 
the city authorities can file in writing 
a full statement of the same, and an 
investigation can be had and a report 
made public. 

“Third—To note the work done by 
all office-holders, commending and as- 
sisting those who faithfully perform 
their duty to the public, and visiting 
with emphatic condemnation those who 
fail to do so. 

“Fourth—To take up again the effort 
for charter reform, framing with the 
advice and assistance of other public 
organizations and of all disinterested , 
and public-spirited citizens, a docp- 
ment which shall come as near as pos- 
sible to meeting the views of the ‘ma- 
jority of our people, but which shall 
contain three foundation principles of 
correct municipal government, viz., re- 
sponsibility in office, civil service re- 
form and a business administration of 
the city’s affairs. 

“Ta the end that this plan of work 
may be carried out, your committee 
would advise that a general gathering 
of all the members of the central 
league be called, and an election be 
held for officers for the ensuing year. 
At this meeting a definite set of bylaws 


should be presented and adopted, and 
the league should incorporate as a per- 
manent instiiution.” 

As soon as the preliminary is over 
the members should be asked to con- 
tribute a fee of $1 each, which sum 
will pay expenses through the ensuing 
six months, at which time another sum 
of $1 should be collected, making the 
total annual dues $2 each, an amount 
which will not be onerous, and which 
will be sufficient to conduct the organ- 
ization in the intervals between active 
political campaigns. 

We advise that a committee be ap- 
pointed to draw up bylaws to be pre- 
sented at the meeting of the league 
when it is called together, and a com- 
mittee to arrange for reports and other 
to be presented to that meet- 
ng. 

The secrétary made a_i complete 
financial report of the business of the 
league from its beginning up to date,. 
which showed a satisfactory balance 
on hand with the treasurer, with which 
to carry on the work until the reor- 
ganization, which its to be effected as 
soon as the committées appointed for 
the purpose can make their reports. 

President 8S. B. Lewis appointed 
Messrs. O. T: Johnson, J. M Johnston 
and J. F. Sartori a committee to ex- 
amine and pass upon the accounts and 
vouchers of the secretary. 

Messrs. H. T. Lee, J. H. Shankland 
and C. D. Willard were appointed a 
Committee or Permanent Organization, 
Bylaws and Incorporation. 

Messrs. J. R. Newberry, D. M. Me- 
Garrv and*W. D. Woolwine were ap- 
pointed a committee to arrange for a 
general meeting of the Central League 
to be held at an early date, when the 
matter of election of officers and gen- 
eral reorganization of the league on a 
permanent basis will be under consid- 
eration. 


AGAINST A TRANSFER. 


Chamber of Commerce Again Takes 
Action. 

At the regular meeting yesterday aft- 
ernoon of the board of directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce ex-Director 
Parsons was given audience in the 
matter of the proposed consolidation 
of the State Mining Bureau with the 
University at Berkeley, against which 
the chamber took action when the plan 
was discussed two years ago. The fol- 
lowing resolutions on this topic were 
offered and passed by unanimous vote: 

“Resolved, that in view of all that 
has been accomplished by the State 
Mining Bureau in the past, the benefits 
which have followed the examinations 
and published reports of our oil terri- 
tory by Deputy W. L. Watts and the 
great good the bureau is capable of In 
the future as the only institution main- 
tained in the interest of the miners of 
California, this chamber is in full ac- 
cord with all its work, and considers 
the proposed transfer to the State Uni- 
versity at Berkeley to be prejudicial 
to the best interests of the mining in- 
dustry in this State and requests con- 
tinued support. on the present basis.

HE WROTE AN INDORSEMENT. 
UNEMPLOYED MISREPRESENTED 


BY POLITICAL JAWSMITHS.

Nobody Else Has Shouted for Two 
Dollars a Day—Charitable Peo- 
ple Who Do Not Deem the 
Mission Detrimental. 


Chief Glass of the police department 
explained yesterday that his remarks 
before the Police Commission concern- 
ing the Good Samaritan Mission were 
not intended to convey any criticism 
of the efforts made to assist that in- 
stitution, as he had not read the morn- 
ing papers when he spoke. Upon re- 
flection, the Chief modified his opinion, 
as expressed on the spur of the mo- 
ment before the board. and brought it 
more nearly in harmony with the fol- 
lowing letter, which he _ recently 
wrote: 

“Capt. J. A. Frazier, general man- 
ager Good Samaritan Home—Dear Sir: 
I have often heard of your home and 
mission, but never realized what kind 
of a home you had until I paid your 
place a visit and saw for myself, and 
I am ata loss to understand how you 
can run it as you do and give your 
guests such fare. Your meals are 
good. A man can get a 5-cent meal, 
or he can get a 25-cent meal, just as 
he wishes, but for a nickel he can get 
a meal that would surprise the outside 
world. As to lodging, I have never 
seen anything to excel it for the price, 
and one of the most commendable 
things you do is to force your guests 
to take a bath, which they have to do 
before going to bed. First they regis- 
ter, then they strip, and their clothing 
is put into a sack and marked, and 
then put into a fumigating room. and 
if there should be any vermin on it 
they will be cooked or killed by the 
time they are wanted the next morn- 
ing. He then steps under a shower 
bath and takes a five-minute bath: he 
is then furnished towels to dry himself; 
is then given a good night shirt and a 
pair of blankets and a good comfort 
and a canvas cot, which for simplicity 
and general usefulness and scrupulous 
cleanliness I have never seen anything 
to equal, and all for 5 cents. And the 
moral part of your work is very good. 
In the mission they have service every 
evening at 7:30 o'clock, and no doubt 
much good is done.

[Chicago Post:] If ever there was an 
argument in favor of the reform of the 
postal regulation regarding second- 
class matter it comes in the report of 
the gross receipts of the thirty larg- | 
est postoffices for the quarter ending 
December 21, last.

net decrease of $33,579. There has not

COUNCIL WILL BE ASKED TO CRE.« 
ATE THE OFFICE. 


Citizens Petition and the Board ot 
Fire Commissioners Recommends 
That D. A. Mortarty be Ap- 
pointed to the Office. 


The City Council will be asked at 
its next meeting to create an Office to 
be filled by a man whose designation 
will be that of “fire marshal.” The 
Board of Fire Commissioners will ask 
that such action be taken by the Coun- 
eth. 

Yesterday the board received a 
numercusly-signed petition, praying 
that the office be created. and D. A. 
Moriarty, ex-fire chief of the city, be 
appointed to the office. The board took 
favorable action upon the petition, and 
the clerk was directed to forward the - 
same to the Council, as being recom- 
mended by the board. The salary of 
the office ¥& fixed by the board at 
$100 a mo . The fire marshal’s duties 
are expjAined to be the enforcing of 
the rus of the department, the in- 
tion of the origin of fires, and 
an eXamination of parts of the city in 
which fires are likely to originate. 

City Electrician Francis reported 
and explained to the board his inven- 
traffic can be noti- 
fied that fire alaryhs have been turned 
in, and thus be prepared for the fire 
reet. The invention 
is intended to apply particularly to 
the new engine-house on Hill street, 
between Third and Fourth streets. An 
automatic signal, in the shape of a red 
board, which resets itself after an 
alarm of fire is turned tn, will be used 
in the daytime. At night red lights 
will be substituted for the board. 

Chief Moore reported recommending 
that permission be granted B. Gordan 
to erect a steam engine at the Royal 
Bakery and A. Edwards to operate a 
blacksmith shop at Aliso and Vignes 
street.

The ardinance as submitted by the 
Wilshire Bros. reads as follows: 

“The Mayor and Council of the city 
of Los Angeles do ordain as follows: 

“That that certain street in the city 
of Los Angeles known as and called 


Whlishire boulevard. between Park View 


avenue an@ Renton boulevard, and 
being 125 feet wide. . be, and the 
Bame is hereby deciared to be forever 
dedicated throughout its entire length 


and width as an open and public boule- 
vard of said city upon, across or along 
which no railway franchise shall ever 
be granted and upon or along which no 
railway track shall ever be laid. 

“That the Board of Park Commission- 
ers. . ‘are hereby charged with the 
mainienance, care and protection of 
all lawns, shrubberies and trees grow- 
ing upon said boulevard for a period of 
not less than two years from date of 
the passage of this ordinance. 

“No permit shall ever be issuede by 
the city of Los Angeles or any of its 
officers allowing the moving of any 
houge along. upon or across said street 
for any distance whatever, and it shall 
be unlawful for any person or persons 
to move or attempt to move any house 
along, upon or across said street or 
any portion thereof. 

“Tt shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons to drive any truck or dray, 
wagon, cart or other vehicle carrying 
or used, or recularly employed for the 
carrying of goods, wares, merchandise, 
coal, manure, dirt, gravel, sand, lum- 
ber or other articles of trade upon ofr 
along the said street or any part 
thereof: provided, that this action shall 
not apply to vehicles engaged in the 
delivery of goods, wares or supplies to 
or from any residence on said street.

The Women's League has petitioned 
the Council to supplement its work in 
passing an anti-spitting ordinance, by 
providing signs, which may be used 
in public places to warn the thought- 
less of the inadvisability of expectorat- 
ing on the sidewalks of the city. 


{AT THE COURT HOUSE. 


EMERY’S WILL BROKEN. 


JUDGE YorRrK RENDERS A DECISION 
FOR THE CONTESTANT. 

The Old Man Adjudged by the Court 
to Have Been of Unsound Mind 
at the Time of the Execution of 
the Will. 


A decision was entered yesterday by 
Superior Judge Waldo M. York, break- 
4ng the will of Frederick B. Emery, 
which was offered for probate last fall 
by his son. 

Frederick B. Emery was a resident 
of Long Beach and a very well-known 
man in the vicinity of his home, having 
resided in this part of the country for 
twenty years. On January 3, 1894, he 
had an apoplectic stroke, and the next 
day another. As his illness occurred 
while he was in Los Angeles, he was 
taken to the City Receiving Hospital 
and his family telegraphed for. He 
was kept at the hospital a few days and 
then sent home, never fully recovering 
from this last stroke. 

In September, 1895, Frank Emery, his 
son, filed a petition to have his father 
deciared incompetent to transact busi- 
ness, allging as a cause therefor his 
father’s apoplectic stroke before men- 
tioned. Mrs. Emery, the old man’s wife, 
contested the petition on the ground 
that she was entitled to act as her 
husband's guardian, and not the son. 
She was accordingly appointed as 
Emery’s guardian, he being declared ir- 
responsible. 

Emery died in September, 1896, and 
his son, Frank, brought out a will after 
his father’s death and filed it for pro- 
bate. This will .was executed February 
19, 1894, and under its provisions he was 
entitled to $300 aash, considerable prop- 
erty at Long Beach and a large interest 
in the personal property of the de- 
ceased. The whole estate consisted of 
$4000 in money, real estate at Long 
Beach vaiued at $12,000, and personal 
property. 

This will was contested on the ground 
that the decedant was of unsound mind 
at the time of the execution of the will. 
E. C. Denio, Esq.. of Long Beach, ap- 
peared as counsel for the proponent, 
and Deputy District Attorney Willis 
and Attorneys Davis and Rush for the 
contestant. ‘The case was tried in De- 
partment Three before Judge York, 
with the result as above stated. Mrs. 
Emery will now apply for letters of 
administration and the estate will be 
divided among the heirs accordirig to 
statute. 

The opinion by Judge York is as fol- 
lows: 

“A written instrument purporting to 
be the will of Frederick B. Emery, de- 
ceased, is offered for probate. The 
widew of the deceased and certain of 
his children contest the probate of the 
will on the ground of the insanity of 
Iemerv at the time of the execution of 
the same. 

“The evidence shows that Emery had 
an apoplectic fit on January 4, 1894, and 
thereafter until his death his mind 
was impaired to an extent incapacitat- 
ing him from other than the simplest 
business affairs. The document pur- 
porting to be his will was execured on 
February 19, 1894. On January 21, 1896 
this court adjudged that Emery was 
an incompetent person, and a guardian 
was appointed for his person ind es-, 
tate. 

“There is nothing in the terms of 
the purported will itself to indicate un- 
soundness of mine. There are inequali- 
ties in the distribution of the hounty, 


but all the heirs are provided for to as 


limited extent, and the will in its terms 
disposes of all the estate. A section of 
t Civil. Code, provides that ‘every 
perapn over the age of 18 years, of sound 
mi may, by a last will, dispose of 
all his estate, real and personal.” <A 
person of unsound mind cannot, there- 
fore. make a will. There are, however, 
many degrees of unsoundness cf mind, 
extending from the person with a sim- 
wle delusion, rarely shown and not in- 


with an, entipely ability, to 


| 


a raving madman, entifely destitute of 
understanding. The/ term ‘sound 
mind’ is. therefore, not to be literally 
interpreted. What the 
meant by ‘sound mind’4s to be aacer- 
tained bv the use of the term as made 
by the courts and legislative bodies. 

“It is conceded by¥ the counsel for 
the vropohent and contestant that the 
true rule of ascertaining testamentary 
capacity is that ‘a parson who, at the 
time of making his will, has an under- 
standing of the nature of the business 
in which he engaged, a recoMection 
of the property he means to dispose of, 
of the persons who have a claim upon 
his bounty, and the manner in which 
it is to be distributed, has sufficient 
mental capacity to execute a will.’ : 

“At the time of the execution of the 
will by the decedent, there is no con- 
flict of testimony as to his acts. Three 
of the witnesses met together with 
Emery for the purpose of witnessing 
the execution of his will. Emery had 
previously spoken to them of his de- 
sire to make his will. Witness Lowe 
drew the will except the merely formal 
parts entirely at the dictation of Emery, 
and Emery received no assistance 
whatever from any one, either as to 
the amount or gharacter of his prop- 
erty, or as to the members of his fam- 
ily. While directing how the will should 
be drawn Emery gave intelligent and 
unchallenged reasons for the only pro- 
visions discussed. After the will was 
executed, and Emery was leaving with 
his witnesses, he remarked to Lowe 
that he had mrade‘a mistake in the will. 
Lowe replied that he could correct it 
or add a codicil. #mery repled,-. ‘No, 
never mind it now. Qh, let it go now.’ 

“An expert on mental diseases, in 
answer t8 a hypothetical question pro- 
pounded by contestants’ counsel, testi- 
fied that, in his opinion, a man in Mr. 
Emery’s condition could not have a 
lucid interval; but the evidence shows 
that said Emary.-did have a lucid inter- 
val on the occasion of the execution of 
the will in question. The opinion of an 
expert under such circumstances, how- 
ever well informed he may be, throws 
but little light upon-the question wnder 
consideration. The lucjd interval was 
established, and the pivotal question 
in the case is: Did that lucid interval 
continué until the business was con- 
ducted? 

“As soon as Emery had given to the 
draughtsman the terms’ of the will he 
became physicalty exhausted and lay 
down to rest. If we were dealing with 
a person of sound mind Emery's re-+ 
marks that he. had omitted something 
would indicate that the mistake was of 
so trivial importance that the testator 
preferred to let~it go rather than make 
the necessary changes. Not so when the 
will was that of a man of unsound 
mind, whose only power to make a will 
rested on a lucid interval. The making 
of a will in a. lucid interval is to be 
carefully investigated, and it. must be 
ascertained not only that a will was 
dictated during a lucid interval, but 
that the lucid interval continued until 
the will was completed. In this case 
there was a lucid interval during the 
statement of the.terms of the will to the 


draughtsman. Did it continue until the 
work was done? 
“Emery knew that the document 


drawn by the draughtsman did not ex- 
press his will. It might have been that 
the draughtsman had not correctly ex- 
pressed what Emery wished, or it might 
have been, as frequently is the case 
when some men make wills, that the 
testator had not clearly expressed his 
wishes to the draughtsman. W ‘ether 
the mistake Emery referred to was im- 


portant or fnimportant, or whom it af-* 


fected, was not stated and cannot be 
known. Knowing that Emery wags 
weak in body and mind, we are unable 
to determine how much he would forego 
rather than renew the exertion neces- 
sary to make the correction. The fact 
that he had signed the will without 
making the correction is also a signifi- 
cant circumstance. 

“T hold that the evidence shows that 
the decedent became incapable of cop- 
ing with the subfect in .hand-before the 
will was completed. That the lucid in- 
terval did not continue until his will 
was expressed; and, hence, that the 
document offered for probate is not his 
last will. The contest is, therefore, 
sustained, and probate*refused.” 


JUDGMENT FOR PLAINTIFF, 


An Appeal from the Decision of the 
Justice Court. 


The .case of the Studebaker’ Bros. 
Manufacturing Company against S. 
L. Grow was tried before Judge York, 
sitting for Judge Allen, in Department 
Six yesterday. The court rendered a 
judgment for the plaintiff for the re- 
turn of the property mentioned in the 
complaint and $45 in case the same 
could not be returned, together. with 
costs of suit. 

This case was tried befpre Justice 
Owens, who granted the laintiff a 
judgment eas prayed fo?, ahd the de- 
fendant appedied the case to the Su- 
perior Court. The, facts of the case as 
brought out by the testimony were as 
follows: 

H. E. Seymour bought a wagon of 
the Studebaker people on the install- 
ment plan, paying $20 down and agree- 
ing to pay $15 a month until the pur- 
chase price, $95, was paid. The vehicle 
was what is termed a one-half plat- 
form duplex delivery wagon. Seymour 
subsequently sold or conveyed the 
wagon in some way to 8. L. Grow, who 
was connected with him in the cream- 
ery business at No. 313 South Broad- 
way. 
The Studebaker Company demanded 
the wagon of Grow, and on being re- 
fused it by him, instituted suit for its 
recovery, placing the value of the ve- 
hicle at $75, and asking for $50" dam- 
ages for its unlawful detention, 


A CHILD'S MISFORTUNE. 


A Suit for Damages Resulting from 
n Terrible Accident, 

A suit was filed yesterday by William 
West against Thomas Rice, George L. 
Rice, and Robert Rice, co-partners do- 
ing business under the firm name of 
Rice Brothers, for $5000 damages. The 
defendants are retail grocers, and the 
complaint alleges that on November 
9. 1896, they agreed to deliver at the 
plaintiff's house, five gallons of Kerosene 
which had previously been purchased 
by the plainthHf. 

The complaint further states that five 
gallons of gasoline instead of kerosene 
was delivered by the grocers, and that 
the plaintiff kept at his home a five- 
gallon can marked gasoline, and an- 
other of equal capacity, marked Kero- 
sene. From these cans it was his wife's 
custom to draw the last-mentioned 
fluid, necessary for lighting purposes, 
and the gasoline used for cooking and 
heating.. 

The allegatton states that the grocers 
pleced the gasoline in the kerosene Can, 
from which Mrs. West filled a lamp. 
Shortly after she lighted the lamp that 
evening, it became enveloped in flames, 
occasioned,by the volantile gases gen- 
erated from the gasoline, by .the* heat 
from the flame of the lamp. The flames 
ignited the table-cloth on which the 
lamp was standing, and Mr. West, sce- 
ing that the lamp and cloth -were on 
fire, and there was’ danger of an ex- 
plosion, carried the burning mass to 
the back door of the house, and threw 
it into the yard. : 

As the lamp was in the alr, it ex- 
ploded, and little, Ethel, the six-year- 
old daughter of Mrs. West, becoming 
alarmed at the explosion, and the sight 
of the tlames, started to run from the 
house. The burning gasoline arising 
from the explosion, fell upon the child 
and burned her upon the head, face and 
right arm, so that the rim of her left 
ear was burned off. Her right arm was 
severely burned, and made useless, 
causing her to suffer great pain, and 
rendering her a cripple for life. 

The prayer of the complaint is for 


$5000 damages, $150 doctor’s fees, and 
$27.15 for a drug bill. M. K. Young, 
Es@q., and attorneys Groff and Water- 
man are employed as counsel for the 
plaintiff. 


DAMAGED HIS REPUTATION, 


A Physictan Institutes a Peculiar 
Damage Suit. 

A rather peculiar suit was filed yes- 
terday by Emil Arnold Praeger against 
Edward D. McClees, for $100 damages. 
The complaint alleges that the plaintiff 
is a member of the. Los Angeles 
County Medical Association, and that 
it is one of the rules of the said asso- 
ciation § that each member stands 
pledged to observe and obey, that no 
member shall advertise himself as a 
physican or surgeon by any printed 
matter: that to thus advertise is re- 
garded by the association and by regu- 
lar physicians and surgeons generally, 
as unprofessional and disreputable, and 
calculated to bring tmto contempt and 
disrepute the physican or surgeon so 
advertising; also, to cause him to be 
regarded by a very large part of the 
general public, who employ physicians 
and surgeons, as incompetent for the 
proper discharge of the duties of his 
profession, and to prevent his being 
employed in cases where he otherwise 
would be. 

The plaintiff also states that he was 
educated for his profession in Great 
Britain, passed the examination and 
was placed upon the register of duly 
qualified surgeons, and that_ his, name 
is now on said registe 

The complaint states) that

claims that he refused to do, giving 
the reasons as set forth in the com- 
plaint for his refusal. 

In spite of his decisive statement that 
he would have nothing of the kind, 
the plaintiff alleges that such bills 
and placards were printed by the de- 
fendant. much to the disturbance of 
the doctor's peace of mind. 

As a redress for what the doctor 
is pleased to term his wounded repu- 
tation. he asks the court that he be 
awarded the sum of $100 as damages, 
and costs of suit. The doctor is not 
only positive that the defendant's ac- 
tion has hurt him in this city, and 
vicinity, but even in England, where 
he was educated, he fears that his 
friends and acquaintances might hear 
of the matter and consequently think 
ill of him. 


DISMISSED THE COMPLAINT. 


Justice Young Saves Leander Griffin 
the Trouble of a Trial. 

The case of Leander Griffin, charged 

with grand larceny, came up before 

Justice Young yesterday, and the com- 


} plaint was promptly dismissed. Grif- 


fin was accused of mortgaging certain 
property to a firm of real estate 
agents, J. E. Martin and M. R. Kurtz, 
and then moving a house from the 
property. 

The facts of the case as cited by 
the court are as follows: <A contract 
was entered into between Griffin and 
the real estate agents, whereby they 
Were to dispose of his property by 
trading it for some other land, and 
were to receive some money in addi- 
tion thereto. Griffin promised them a 
commission of $500 should the deal be 
consumated, and as he already owed 
them $100 on a former deal, gave them 
a mortgage on his place for the first- 
mentioned sum, to secure the con- 
tract. 

The real estate men subsequently sold 
the land which Griffin was to receive 
in exchange for his own, thereby doing 
away with all possibility of the con- 
tract being carried out. 

It was after this last transaction that 
Griffin moved his house from his prop- 
erty. and the court held that as the 
contract was void and Griffin had paid 
the $100 owed on a former deal, he had 
a perfect right to do so. Justice Young 
stated that, in his oninion, there had 
been absolutely no intent to defraud 
or deceive on the part of the defend- 
ant, and he therefore discharged Grif- 
fin from custody. 


LEVREAU VS. CLARY. 

The Alleged Forged Receipt is Still 
the Main Issue in the Case. 
The case of P. Levréau vs. H. Clary, 
in which a new trial was begun Tues- 
day before Judge Allen, sitting in 
Judge York's department, and a jury, 
Was resumed again yesterday. The de- 
fendant was on the stand all morning, 
and was very decided in his statement 
of the case. The other witnesses 
ranged from a Catholic priest to a 
saloon-Keeper, and their testimony was 
of but minor importance. The point 
which the defendant in endeavoring to 
bring out is that Levreau was at his 
(Clary’s) office on the day the receipt 
was claimed by Clary to have been 
signed. Levreau denies that he was 

in Clary’s office on that day.

JUDGMENT FOR PLAINTIFF. In 
the case of Minnie F. Stratton vs. John 
Burr, tried yesterday before Judge 
Shaw in Department Five, a judg- 
ment was rendered for the plaintiff. The 
suit was an action to recover a butcher 
shop and grocery store attached by the 
Sheriff. 


THE SUPREME COURT. 


Decision in the Perine Paving Com- 
pany’s Case Received Yesterday. 
A decision was received yesterday 

from Department Two of the Supreme 

Court in the case of the Perine Con- 

tract and Paving Company, respondent, 

vs. the city of Pasadena, appellant, af- 
firming the judgment ordered in the 
lower court by Judge McKinley. The 
facts of the case are set forth in the 

following opinion: .- 
The plaintiff submitted to the de- 

fendant a bid for the performance of 

certain street work and with the bid 
deposited its certified check in the sum 
of $3000. The plaintiff was awarded 
the contract, but becoming convinced 
that the proceedings were illegal, it 


refused to proceed, declined to 
enter into the  «oontract, and made 
a demand. for the return of the 


checks. The defendant refused to com- 
ply with the demand, cashed the checks 
and retained the money, under a claim 
of forfeiture. This action was insti- 
tuted for its recovery. From the judg- 
ment rendered against it, and from the 
order denying it a new trial, the de- 
fendant appeals. 

The appellant contends that its de- 
murrer should have been’ sustained, 
and its motion for a non-suit granted, 
upon the ground that plaintiff having 
become an unsuccessful bidder, suffered 
absolute and unconditional forfeiture 
by its refusal to enter into the ‘con- 
tract. The street law in terms declares 
that if the bidder “‘fails, neglects or 
refuses to enter into the contract, then 
the certified check accompanying his 
bid, and the amount therein mentioned, 
shall be declared to be forfeited.”’ 

It is upon this language that the 
cldim above mentioned is based. The 
argument is not tenable. The plaintiff 
averred, and proved facts fully estab- 
lishing the illegality and invalidity of 
the proceedings which led up to and 
were to have culminated in a contract. 
By entering into such a_ contract he 
would have received nothing. He could 
have looked neither_to the city mor _to 
the property owners fer reeompense 
for his labor. 

The street 
feiture for a failure to enter into @ con- 
tract based upon legal proceedings ‘of 
the municipal authorities, not for a 
failure to enter into a contract which, 
so far as the contractor is concerned, 
is mere waste paper, and under which 
he would expend money and labor, 
without the possibility of remuneration. 
In such a case the promise of the con- 
tractor, supported by his. certified 
check, is a naked offer, met and sup- 
ported by no consideration. There is 
no estoppel. The contractor has re- 
ceived no benefit, the city has sustained 
no injury. Upon such a total failure 
of consideration, a promise resting upon 
expected benefits, which can never be 
received, is no longer binding, and a 
deposit of money accompanying such a 
promise is recoverable, at law. 

The court in its findings specified cer- 
tain particulars in which the street law 
had not been complied with, and con- 
cluded therefrom that the proceedings 
were invalid. These findings are at- 
tacked. 

It is not necessary to consider all, or 
many of the points raised. One of the 
findings is unquestioned, and its facts 
are decisive of the case. Pes 

The specifications contain the fol- 
lowing: “But the centractor shall put 
in such extra concrete as the Superin- 
tendent of Streets and the City En- 
gineer may require, and in such places 
and in such form as they shall desig- 
nate. For all such extra concrete the 
contractor shall be paid at a pro rata 
of contract price for the actual quan- 
tity laid.”’ 

Here there is left to the Superinten- 
dent of Streets and the City Engineer 
power to increase the cost of the work 
to an indefinite extent. A discretion 
lodged in the board alone is sought to 
be devolved upon these officers, and all 
means are withheld from the property 
owners of determining what may to 
him be the ultimate cost of the finished 
work. The judgment and order are af- 
firmed. 

The opinion was signed by Justice 
Henshaw, Justices Temple and McFar- 
lane concurring. 


Burglar Groap -Held. 

Fred R. Groap, the burglar who was 
captured by Officer Rico a few morn- 
ings ago in a grocery store at the cor- 
ner of Main and Fifteenth streets, was 
given a preliminary examination in the 
Police Court yesterday and was held to 
the Superior Court-for trial in bonds of 
$5000. 


One Hundred Days in Jail. 
Thomas O’Brien, whom Officer Col- 

lins arrested on a charge of disturbing 
the peace on Main street night before 
last, was up before Justice Owens in 
the Police Court yesterday. The charge 
of disturbing the peace had been 
changed to battery, and O’Brien was 
sentenced to 100 days in jail.

A CLEVER SCHEME. 


LOTTERY CONDUCTED ON THE PLAN 
OF GEOMETRICAL PROGRESSION. 


Falkerson on Trial Yesterday in the 
District Céurt—His Scheme Held 
to be a Lottery—Some Doubt of 
Conviction. 


J. L. Fulkerson, erstwhile president 
.of the now defunct United Indemnity 
Company, was finally brought to trial 
yesterday in the United States District 
| Court, on the charge of having used 
the mails to forward a lottery scheme, 
under the guise of ordinary life and 
accident insurance. The case has been 
pending ever since November, 1895, 
when Fulkerson was indicted by the 
United States grand jury upon the 
above-mentioned charge. It has been 
the subject of demurrers, rulings and 
opinions enough to fill a volume, and 
is now likely to fall through upon a 
technicality. The workings of the 
United Indémnity Company have 
definitely been held by the court 
to constitute a lottery, and now 
the only thing that remains for 
the jury to decide is whether or not 
Fulkerson actually posted, or caused 
to be posted, the letter sétting’ forth 
the scheme, upon which the indictment 
is founded. This letter was addressed 
‘to Joseph Kingman, money-order clerk 
at Cheyenne, Wyo., and was by him 
turned over to the pestal authorities. 
The clever methods of the scheme are 
something of a poser to the jury, and 
require a mathematical mind to take 
in the full purport of them. The 
United Indemnity Company worked on 
the following lines: 

In consideration of a membership 
fee of $5, and monthly dues of $2, it 
entered into contracts with pefsons 
who desired to become members, pur- 
porting to be contracts of indemnity 
incase of sickness, accident or death, 
and issued to them certificates con- 
taining the usual provisions’of similar 
insurance policies. To each certificate 
were attached fifty coupons of $10 each, 
which were numbered consecutively, 
those on the first certificate issued 
running from 1 to 50, those on the 
second certificate isused from 51 to 100, 
and so on, indefinitely. 

The certificates were issued in the 
order in which applications were re- 
ceived, by mail or otherwise, and there 
was no means of knowing, prior to the 
issue of a certificate, how many had 
been issued previously, nor what would 
be the numbers of the coupons tto be 
attached to it. 

It was provided that one-half of the 
amounts received from monthly dues 
should be placed in a so-called “‘matur- 
ity fund,” and that, whenever there 
should be sufficient money in this fund 
to pay one or more coupons, such num- 
‘ber of coupons should be paid, and that 
the coupons to be paid should be de- 
termined by taking, first, the coupon 
numbered 1, then that numbered 5, 
and so on, in a geometrical progres- 
sion, with the ratio 5, until the series 
reached the highest numbered coupon 
sold; then taking that numbered 2, then 
10, etc., in a second series, with the 
ratio 5, and so on, until the numbers 
of all the. coupons sold should be in- 
cluded in some series. 

It was also provided that, at the end 
of three years,.each certificate-holder 
should receive the full amount paid in 
monthly dues; at the end of five years, 
$150; at the end of seven years, $300: 
and at the end of ten years, $500: but 
the only resources to provide for such 
payments were the membtrship fees, 
and certain inconsiderable portions of 
the monthly dues; the remainder of 
these dues, after providing for the ma- 
turity fund, being devoted to an ex- 
pense fund and a sick, accident and 
death fund. 

It was held by the court that this 
scheme was a lottery, and that its 
So-called “indemnity featifre’’ was but 
a mask for the real object, Wistribu- 
tion of prizes by chance. The scheme 
provided that one-half of the total re- 
ceipts of the company, outside of the 
membership fee of $5, should constitute 
a ‘maturity found,” which fund, as fast 
as it was accumulated, was redistrib- 
uted among the subscribers, according 
to a plan characterized by as much 
uncertainty and chance as it is possi- 
ble to impart to any scheme. 

The “maturity fund’ was not put 
out at interest or invested in any way, 
but was simply paid back whenever 
it reached a certain figure to certain 
lucky persons among the subscribers. 
The element of chance was clearly dis- 
cernible in the facts that the num- 
bers of the coupons which any particu- 
lar applicant. received, depended upon 
the order in which his application went 
in to ithe company, and that the de- 
termination of what coupons should be 
paid was made to. depend upon a de- 
vice of numbers, whose operations were 
such that it was utterly impossible for 
any one to know the result, until it 
had been accomplished. 

The machinery of the scheme was to 
turn the whole postal system of the 
United States into a gigantic lottery 
wheel, perpetually in motion, which 
continually distributed prizes in the 
shape of “matured coupons’ to the 
hoMers of the lucky numbers. 

After the indictment, Fulkerson was 
made the subject of a “fraud order” 
from the postal department, and for 
more than a year he has not been al- 
lowed "to receive so much as private 
letter under his own name. The trial) 
has. for one cause and another, been 
continued again and again, and now 
the defense rests its main strength 
upon the doubt as to whether or not

CRISIS OF THE LEGISLATURE. 


SPEAKER COOMBS TAKES THE 
FLOOR ABOUT APPROPRIATIONS. 


Powerfal Speech Against Any Spe- 
cial Order for These Bills—Code 
Commission May be Abolished. 
Funds for the University. 


CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. ] 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 3.—At the time 
of sending this letter, the members of 
both houses are in an expectant frame 
of mind, awaiting a probable message 
from the Governor vetoing the $75,000 
appropriation for the printing office. 
This bill was amended in the Assem- 
bly to $30,000, but the Senate stood out 
for the original amount and the House 
nally amended its bill to restore the 
original sum. During the Governor's 
bsence the fight on the printing office 

8S waged so hotly that it was found 
necessary to.apprise him of the situa- 
tion, and the three-fold controversy be- 
tween the Republican factions and the 
Democrats, and the consequence was 
that he was made to see the necessity 
of calling his people off, and standing 
merely by wordy expressions of reform 
that had no substance. 

As soon as Budd had collapsed, the 
Republican majority, knowing they 
could not abandon their protests against 
extravagance without absolutely stulti- 
fying themselves, found it advan- 
tageous to throw the whole responsibil- 
ity for the investigation upon the Com- 
mittee on Retrenchment. The manner 
in which this was done has been told 
in my telegraphic dispatches to The 
Times, and it has made Melick of Lan- 
caster one of the most conspicuous fig- 
ures in the Assembly. Not only will he 
reap the benefits of the short-lived 
efforts of the Democrats to get at the 
true state of affairs in that extrava- 
gant institution, but he has, to all out- 
Ward appearances, triumphed over the 
formidable opposition in his own party 
headed by Leavitt and Dennery. The 
task before the committee is gigantic, 
and whether it will perform its work 
well or otherwise cannot now be fore- 
casted. It is certain that the commit- 
tee will unearth a great deal that will 
reflect. no credit on that office, and it 
may be incumbent upon the Legislature 
to decide whether or not the powers of 
the committee shall be continued be- 
yond the close of the session. That the 
idea of such a continuance is not novel 
is /shown by a recollection of the dis- 
cussion over this point at the time 
when the Senate special investigating 
c4mmittee took up the inquiry into 
Sénator Biggy’s charges against Sen- 
attor Dunn two years ago. At that time 
One objection which Senators had to 
Serving on the committee was the ap- 
impossibility of finishing its 
work before sine die adjournment and 
an unwillingness to sit after the Leg- 
Blature had dissolved. The printing- 
Office accounts will require more labor 
than the examination of Biggy’s wit- 
nesses, and if it prove true that people 
of far more prominence tthan Al John- 
son are concerned, the length of the 
investigation may be prolonged almost 
indefinitely. . 


The part played by the San Fran- 


‘cisco Examiner in connection with this 


whole subject will some day form an 
interesting chapter in the Chrontcles of 
this fight—interesting as showing the 
utterly unprincipled character of its 
work and the falsity of its hollow pre- 
tenses for reform. Unless it is greatly 
belied, its influence was exerted to pull 
Budd off his hot trail after Johnson's 
scalp, and it is now trying to throw 
dust in the eyes of the public by de- 
nouncing Johnson on the one hand and 
the investigating committee on the 
other. To those on the ground its pol- 
icy appears perfectly plain from. the 
wishy-washy nature of its utterances. 
“Long Green" Lawrence started out 
with a great blare of trumpets to beat 
the devil around a stump, but the blare 
is all that has come of it. With four 
or five men here on the ground, includ- 
ing the veteran Al Murphy, it went to 
considerable expense in the way of 
hack hire and telegraph tolls the other 
night to send down some garbled fig- 
ures which appeared correctly and more 
fully in The Times under a date ten 
days previous. There is little doubt 
that if the Governor vetoes the $75,000 
bill and the necessary two-thirds vote 
is not forthcoming to pass it over his 
veto, the Examiner will compel Budd 
to declare another legal holiday and 
will go into hysterics in. large type. 
But there seems to be an undefined ex- 
pectation in the air that Budd may fall 
down and not veto the bill after all, and 
this may follow if he finds that his veto 
might prevail. In other words, it is 
whispered that the Governor is now in 
a position where he does not care about 
retrenchment and reform with a possi- 
ble back-action movement, so long as 
he can play to the gallery without bad 
effects to himself. 
CODE COMMISSION. 

The most-generally discussed bit of 
Mews last night was the report that the 
Committee on Retrenchment would 
recommend, this morning, the abolish- 
ment of the Code Commission. The 
news was .not unexpected by Judge 
Daly, the only one of the commission- 
ers who was at the capital. He told 
the Times correspondent that the com- 
missioners had made no application to 
be allowed to live, but there was only 
$1000 left of the $12,000 appropriation for 
the expenses of the commission, and 
he thought it would only be an act 
of decency on the part of the Legisla- 
ture to allow the commission to die a 
natural death. Daly was in a cheerful 
mood at the time, as the Assembly 
Committee on Revision of the Codes 
had just decided to report favorably 
bills embodying sections 3008, 3009 and 
$041 of the Political Code, which the 
commission had framed for the taxation 
of national banks and corporations. 

The commissioners .may not have 
made a fight heretofore, but they got 
in their work this morning, for they 
secured the assistance of Mr. Burnett 
of the Retrenchment Committee in hav- 
ing the report abolishing the commis- 
sion withheld until the commission 
could put in a defense before the com- 
mittee Wednesday night. Lobbyists 
are here in more or less force, but they 
do not receive a warm welcome at the 
hands of the retrenchers. 

In connection with this Code Commis- 
sion incident it may be well to state 
that the San Francisco sheet before re- 
ferred to prints a cock-and-bull story 
this morning in which it outlines a 
jeep, dark, dismal! plot of the Repub- 
ifans to get rid of this commission in 
der to create one of its own, and Mr. 
ntine of Los Angeles is prominetly 
mentioned as one of the future com- 
missioners. I am _ credibly informed 
that “the story is made out of whole 
cloth, and was first set going by a 
fusion member and has been dissemi- 
nated for the purpose of diverting at- 
tention from the Code Commission and 
concentrating the hostility against it 
man attack against the creation of a 
new commission. There is a Senate 
bill providing for a commission for the 
revision, of the codes, and Mr. Valen- 


tine says if that should be passed wnat 
he should be tendered a place upon it he! 


would deem it.a great honor. He is 
opposed to the Code Commission and 
thinks it should be abolished for 
the reason that, instead of fulfilling its 
mission to revise the codes, it has 
poured in a lot of bills framed upon 
Suggestions received elsewhere, but he 
Says he is not engaged in any such 
scheme as the Examiner describes. 
PROTECTION OF SHRIMPS. 

Gately’s bill making it a misdemeanor 
to sell or take shrimps between June 
1 and October 1 of each year was re- 
ported back adversely this morning, but 
the member from San Francisco made 
a “roar,” saying it had been acted on 
by the committee before he had had a 
chance to explain or defend it, and 
the House listened to him and sent it 
back to committee. It has been alleged 
that Mr. Gately fs not so interested in 
the protection of shrimps as he is in 
the possible,revenue that might accrue 
to him before the bill could be passed 
if the so-called “shrimp trust’’ were 
aware that there was any chance of the 
bill becoming a law. In other words, 
the bill is regarded as a “cinch.” 

UNIVERSITY FUND. 

The University of California is deeply 
interested in the bill before the Ways 
and Means Committee to give an ad- 
ditional one cent of taxation, one-half 
the proceeds of which tax, the re- 
gents promise shall be expounded each 
year in permanent improvements. Ex- 
Assemblyman Kahn, who is here in 
behalf of the measure, replies to the 
point made by the opposition that the 
university already has funds out at in- 
terest by saying that when the uni- 
versity had sold the tide lands given 
it by the national government it loaned 
the $830,000 to the State and is nwt now 
able to get this money. Mr. Kahn said 
Mrs. Hearst was to give the univer- 
sity $4,000,000, but it was “eventually.” 
He declares the improvements are an 
absolute necessity. That some seven 
or eight hundred students now have to 
go into tents to receive instruction, 
often in inclement weather, and that if 
such treatment were accorded convicts 
a howl would go up from one end of the 
State to the other. Mr. Kahn is con- 


fident of making his point, and he has. 


a complaisant committee to deal with. 
THE DREDGER JOB. 


This was a field day for the com- 
bined mining and debris interests, for 
they have decided they must stand or 
fall together. Assemblyman Cutter, 
State Librarian Matthews, ex-Assem- 
blyman Dick Thomas, secretary of the 
Debris Commission and Tirey L. Ford, 
ex-State Senator and representative of 
the Miners’ Association, gathered 
around Cutter’s seat this morning as 
the fight waged hotly, and counseled 
together. 

The job came up on motion of Cutter 
-to make the bil] appropriating $300,000 
for the-dredger and its crew of polit- 
ical floaters amd the bill reanpropria- 
ing the $250,000 for restraining dams 
special order for tomorrow morning. 
Dibble, who for some mysterious rea- 
son has been opposing these measures 
—some say because he has not been 
taken into the combine, and others that 
the railroad is opposed to the bills— 
objected most seriously to the motion. 
Cutter retorted that half the counties 
in the State were favorable to the bills, 
while they did not affect San Fran- 
cisco materially. Soward of Downie- 
ville, chairman of the Mines and Min- 
ing Committee, who has been indus- 
triously pouring in bills relating to 
every conceivable mining interest, 
chipped in a remark that the farmers 
and miners were seriously agreed upon 
this measure. 

Speaker Coombs here called Valentine 
of Los Angeles to the chair and took 
the floor. In an earnest speech, which 
hushed the House for the time being, 
he. declared the critical stage had been 


reached in -the deliberative. procedure |. 


of the thirty-second session. He was 
not opposed to the propositions con- 
tained in these two bills, for .he had 
not made up his mind on them in any 
way, but the. bills pending before this 
Legislature involved nearly $2,000,000. 
That fact overcast the small things 
that disturb this session as the great 
sun overcasts the flicker of a candle. 
There was but one way to do—do as 
in the national Congress. Take these 
bills in the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, stand them side by side; segregate, 
cut off and abolish and then go before 
the people with these propositions rest- 
ing on an economic basis. He had a 
bill appropriating $150,000 for Napa 
Asylum, but he wanted this arrayed by 
the side of other appropriation bills. 
The first thing to ascertain was how 
much of expenditure the people of the 
State would stand. If it was the judg- 
ment of the House that his bill should 
go by the board, he would consent. And 
if the passage of his bill involved the 
proposition that he must necessarily 
vote for other appropriation bills, he 
would vote against his own bill. It 
went against the grain, he said, for him 
to come down upon the floor and con- 
tend with the members, but his belief 
was that a crisis had been reached and 
he wished to oppose the making of 
such bills a special order. 

Wright of Berkeley said the Speaker's 
position might be due to a doubt as 
to what the members who went on 
the junketing tours might report. He 
thought it safe to say that $300,000 
wanted for Mendocino and $125,000 for 
Napa would not be allowed. This 
would save about $500,000. The bills 
by Cutter were almost the most im- 
portant that would come before this 
body and he didn’t see why they should 
not come up as special order. 

Shanahah made another of his power- 
ful speeches, saying the people of the 
State demanded no extravagance. He 
remembered the time when members 
dragged their names almost into infamy 
by voting for an appropriation to build 
brush dams in the county Cutter repre- 
sents. That cost $500,000. He was now 
opposed to treating this question as if 
it involved only $10 or $15. 

Dibble followed with an effective 
reference to the fact that both parties 
were pledged to keep appropriations 
inside the 45-per cent. tax limit, and 
that members as yet had no knowledge 
of what the appropriations contained 
in the General Appropriation Bill would 
be. This point, told with the members, 
and after further vain efforts of the 
debris people’s friends to induce the 
House to consent to taking up the 
bills tomorrow, an amendment by Bel- 
shaw, making them special order for 
Friday, was adopted by 47 to 22, and the 
special order was ordered for Friday by 
47 to 18. Cutter and the lobbyists then 
filed out to lay their plans 

THE ATTACHE SCANDAL. 

Chief Clerk Duckworth appeared in 
the Assemblv chamber this morning 
stiff and pale, and walking with the 
aid of a stick. He did not make an 
attempt to remain at his post very 
long. He told Mr. Chynoweth of the 
prosecution that he would appear and 
testifv as long as his strength would 
permit. but he did not know if he 
would be able to finish at one hearing. 
The evidence against him is now taken 
by the prosecution to be very strong, 
and one of the first pieces of informa- 
tion which he received on reaching the 
capital this morning was that Way-, 
mire. Keables, Emmons and Boone, a 
maiority of the committee, are against 
him. This is believed to be about the 
sentiment of the committee, and Duck- 
worth can now get to work to 
change it. 

The report of the Attachés Commit- 
tee. which caused such a sensation 
among the Republicans, that its pream- 
ble was withdrawn before the commit- 
tee’s report could be put in, not only 
forced the appointment of a special 
committee, which did no investigating 
last night, but led to a personal ex- 
planation from Speaker Coombs this 
afternoon. The Speaker said that his 
appointments had been criticised in 
some quarters, but their*nature and 
number were shown by the journals, 
and if any of the attachés were unnec- 


essary they should be stricken off. The 
trouble about the original appointments 
was that the people were not able to 
do the work, and it had devolved upon 
the Speaker to see that the cuspidors 
were cleaned and the capital kept clean. 
He had engaged a porter to clean the 
Assembly. There was no provision for 
the porter’s pay, but he had told the 
porter that he thought he would get 
his pay. He had appointed ten pages, 
and if there were too many they could 
be stricken off. He had appointed a 
reading clerk, and at present there was 
not a-clerk able to make up a file 
without assitance. His appointments, 
Mr. Coombs said, were not personal. 
His only personal appointment went in 
with the original resolution at the be- 
ginning of the session. 

Melick, later in the afternoon, called 
up his resolution of January 21, calling 
for the investigation as to whether 
there were any temporary or perma- 
nent attachés who had not performed 
their duties and as to whether money 
paid them in excess of work could be 
recovered. He had the resolution re- 
ferred to the special investigating com- 
mittee of which Waymire is 4hairman. 

The legislators who made the expe- 
dition south have returned, and the 
expense accounts are now coming in. 
The wise men were much impressed 
with the beauty of the southland. The 
next thing will be appropriations. M. 
B. Campbell of Highland Asylum and 
Superintendent Coffin of Whittier Re- 
form School returned with the party. 

Senator Bulla is out again, though 
not a well man. He could not remain 
in his room while his Torrens land bill 
was at a critical stage. His three bills 
to allow cities to control lands outside 
of their corporate limits, providing for 
their improvement and to grant fran- 
chises for railroads to and from the 
same have been passed by the Senate. 
These bills all have reference to Grif- 
fith Park. 

Kenyon’s bill (which Pendleton is in- 
terested in) relating to street railway 
bonds has passed the House. 

Speaker Coombs is very friendly with 
the chairman of the Los Angeles dele- 
gation, and Mr. Valentine filled the 
chair twice today. He makes a very 
efficient Speaker.

THE POULTRY EXHIBITION AT-

Rare Displays of Thoroughbred 
Fowls—Fine Collection qf Eng- 
lish Buff Cochins and Barred

The Poultry Association’s exhibition 
of thoroughbred fowls is attracting 
much attention, not only from those 
directly interested in the breeding and 
raising of fine poultry, but from ad- 
mirers of beautiful birds in general, 
and a look at the attractively arranged 
windows is followed by an irrepressible 
desire to gaze at the prize-winners 
within. The whole exhibition is ex- 
tremely interesting and reflects great 
credit upon Los Angeles and Southern 
California. 

The exhibition of English buff cochins 
by A. E. Olshausen, is a splendid col- 
lection of up-to-date birds; one of ‘the 
finest in the United States, and such

held responsible for the same. to ar- 
range that all letters hereafter ad- 
dressed to the officers of banks bearing 
upon the report of the examiner are to 
be submitted to the directors. and the 
acknowledgment and answer thereto 
made over each director's 
signature. This action will do away 
with excuses, which, in reality, come 
With poor grace from directors.” 


COMMERCIAL. 

APPLES. From time to time the 
eastern papers have noted the large ex- 
portations of American apples to Eng- 
land. It seems as if that market had 
been glutted, to judge from a recent 
Statement, to the effect that thousands 
of barrels of American apples had been 
left on the docks in England, many of 
them having been sold as low as 25 
cents a barrel, while $1 a barrel was all 
that could be obtained for the best 
fruit. Large quantities of eastern and 
northern apples have been imported 
into Los Angeles this winter. They are 
by no means cheap, however, the trans- 
portation charges coming very high. A 
barrel that can be purchased in New 
York State for 75 cents costs*the —Los. 
Angeles dealers over $3 by the time it 
is laid down here. From Germany it 
is reported that American apples find 
ready sale. Apples have been recently 
sold there for as much as $7 per barrel. 
It is probable that the present glut of 
apples in the New England States and 
the consequent reaching out for an out- 
let will have the effect of extending the 
market for this fruit. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

NEW FRUIT-PRESERVING PROC- 
ESs. A new method of preserving fruit 
is mentioned by the California Fruit- 
grower of San Francisco, which, if it 
is equal to the description, may work 
a revolution in fruit-packing. Refer- 
ring to a bunch of grapes packed by 
this process in a glass jar, the Fruit 
Grower says: 

“The jar is similar in style to a 
Mason glass jar, and it is full of pur- 
ple grapes, the bloom upon which is 
almost as perfect a8 when they were 
first taken from the vine. The jar is 
hermetically sealed. The sample re- 
ferred to was put up by J. S. Johnson 
of this city, on October 20, 1896. This 
gentleman, by the way. is blind. The 
process is a vacuum one, and a patent 
has been allowed, Another patent, 
for an improvement, has been applied 
for by the same gentleman, who states 
that the method is a cheap one to 
use.” 


A NEW. ENGINE. According to re- 
ports which are published in regard to 
the new rotary engine, recently in- 
vented by a Minnesota man, it is likely 
to work a great revolution in the me- 
chanical world. As recently men- 
tioned in the press dispatches, the in- 
ventor sold his patent to a London 
syndicate for the large sum of $6,7090,- 

. The amounts paid were, for the 
English patent, $1,600.00; for France 
and Germany. $2,000,000, and for the 
United States, $3,100,000. This shows 
that there is still a rapid road to wealth 
for those who are able to discover 
something of practical benefit to the 
world. 

MINING ON PRIVATE LANDS. AIl- 
though the question has been an- 
swered over and over again, one fre- 
quently hears an inquiry as to whether 
mining operations can be carried on 
upon lands belonging to individuals. 
The mining editor of the San Francisco 


Examiner refers to this question as 
follows: 
“A subscriber asks whether: (‘If a 


man owns a quarter-section of school 
land, acquired as timber land, not sup- 
posed to be mineral, an cutsider who 
finds mineral on the land can locate 
and work a claim?’ He certainly can- 
not, except with permission of. the 
owner of the land. The mining laws 
of the United States only give permis- 
sion to make mining locations on public 
lands, and tracts taken up as schoo) 
lands, timber lands, agricultural lands, 
or anything else are no longer of the 
public domain, so that no valid loca- 
tions can be made upon them. Timber 
lands are nowise different in this re- 
spect from the ordinary agricultural 
claim, and no one may legally go upon 
such tracts to prospect or mine without 
permission from and arrangement with 
the original owner. One of the great 
difficulties for prospectors now is the 
many small ranches, orchards and 
farms in the mining regions, which are 
practically closed to miners. These 
tracts have been taken up as agricul- 
tural land in an unmistakably mineral 
region, and patented, there being no 
mineral contestant to make protest 
As a result large areas of mineral ter. 
ritory have been alienated from the 
domain of the prospector. Many of the 
owners positively refuse to let any 
prospectors or miners enter their 
grounds. Of course if they are per- 
mitted they have to make some kind 
of division with the owner of the land.”

AEW YORK MARKETS.

NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—Today’'s dealings on 
the Stock Exchange were of moderate vol- 
ume, but showed a broadening tendency, and 
there was a net gain of a fraction generally 
throughout the list. The lower-priced stocks 
attracted special attention, this being particu- 
larly true of Union Pacific, which was bid 
up 1% per cent. on active trading by profes- 
sionals. The activity in Union Pacific was 
due to a belief among the traders that the 
property was in some way to be a beneficiary 
of the operations in Northern Pacific, which 
have attracted the largest share of @ttention 
of the market for several .days past. The 
precise range of the powers and influences 
concerned in these operations is not definitely 
known, but the reports that the Great North- 
ern, Northern Pacific and Union Pacific were 
joinly endeavoring to acquire an interest in 
Oregon Railway and Navigation, though 
without explicit authority, was the impelling 
motive for the movement in Union YVactific 
which led the railway list In point of activ- 
ity with sales of 10,200 shares, closing at an 
advance of one point. Northern Pacific re- 
covered from the profit-taking of yesterday, 
became firm and advanced % per cent. on 
the day. Oregon Navigation preferred a 
gained a point on account of the same fe- 
ports, but lost the advance before the close. 
The usually inactive St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco securities were prominent and scored a 
net gain of 1% per cent. on the first and 
second preferred stocks, supposed to be due 
to activity by the reorganization interests of 
the road. The dealings in the above-named 
properties contributed to the firmness of the 
market, which was aided by the advance in 
some leading shares. The efforts of the bears 
against a few properties proved of no avail 
against the general market. These efforts 
were directed at the opening of the market 
against Sugar. which sold down 1% per cent, 
on Washington rumors of proposed changes 
in the differential tariff! on refined sugar 
which would affect the protection of the sta- 
ple. The stock subsequently displayed 
strength, however, on inquiry from short in- 
terests and recovered a point. The market 
exhibited increased inactivity toward the 
close, with final prices generally the best. 

The upward movement in railway bonds 
was resumed today, with purchases by the 
foreign interests again the feature. The low 
point issues were the leaders in point of ani- 
mation and strength, with some of the re- 
cently reorganized properties looming into 
prominence. The sales were $2,242,000. Gov- 
ernment bonds were weak and slightly lower 
on sales of $54,000.

The result 
of this kind of news was that May, whith 
opened yesterday at 75%, opened today at 75% 
@75%, and in the course of the first half hour 
sold up to 76%, although 75% was touched 
immediately after the opening. Chicago re- 
ceived 23 cars of wheat, against 145 last year, 
and Minneapolis and Duluth got 224 cars, 
compared with 162 a week ago and 446 on the 
corresponding day of the previcus year. After 
the advance to 76% a reaction set in, not- 
withstanding the uniform strength of all the 
European markets. The bears had covered a 
great deal of wheat yesterday and today, and 
as many of them as had done so were in ex- 
cellent shape to pull out their wheat again, 
and they were not slow in doing so. They 
were encouraged by the almost total absence 
of Atlantic port shipments, and the price of 
May got down to 75% before noon. After that 
hour reports of generous engagements fof 
export came in, especially from Baltimore. 
But most of it was sold again for May de- 
livery, and short selling and redoubled. The 
price had in the meantime advanced to 75%, 
but_it. dropped rapidly again to 74%@75, where 
it closed. Corn opened at thé top and-closed 
at the bottom. At no time could be it called 
an active market. In oats a. fair business 
was transacted at a lower range of prices. 
Provisions were heavy and closed at about 
the lowest points of the day. Outside hold- 
ings were slowly liquidating all day. Pack- 
ers were also sellers.

HOW TO VIEW A PICTURE. 
Advice Regarding Paintings and 


Exhibitions From Artist Chase. 


[New York Commercial Advertiser:] 
In a talk to the students at the Acad- 
emy of Fine Arts in Philadelphia the 
other day William M. Chase éxplained 
“Different Kinds of Pictures in Paint- 
ing, and How to See Them.” 

Mr. Chase began by asserting that 
pictures were the best kind of book 
for the art student. ““‘They give him a 
better insight into what aé_e teacher 
means that any number of words,” he 
said. “There is no one good kind of 
art. Young students are apt to be 
prejudiced against works you ought to 
consider. You think one man’s work is 
right and everybody else’s work must 
be wrong. Go into each exhibition in 
an unprejudiced state of mind. De- 
pend upon it the pictures deserve their 
place. It was once my happy chance 
to see Meissonier carefully examining 
every work in an exhibition and study- 
ing some I should have ignored. He 
realized that there was something in 
each. Don’t go near an exhibition un- 
less you are in the mood for it. Try 
always to approach a collection of pic- 
tures in a réceptive humor. 

“Do not rush through an exhibition. 
Select one work and consider that. Then 
go away with a distinct idea of that 
work. Time should be taken to study 
pictures. In Madrid I took my stu- 
dents on different days to the galleries, 
and each time we considered the work 
of but one man. I found that they car- 
ried away a better appreciation in that 
way. The present exhibition here I 
consider the best gathering of Amertl- 
ean art I have ever seen. fam going 
to take you through it two weeks from 
today. 

“There are just as many kinds of art 
as there are painters. Objection -has 
been made to impressionism, but it has 
cleared the palette and had some good 
results. The movement Was a new one, 
for never before had an attempt been 
made to render air and sunlight. The 


‘tourists’ are the followers of a new 
movement. established, I believe, by 
Whistler. The weak Imitators in this 


are going to be just as bad as the ex- 
treme impressionists. The extreme of 
the extreme is perfectly awful. 

“The best way of telling whether you 
care for a work or not is to see whether 
it appeals to you, so that you would 
care to own it. If it does, you fully 
appreciate that work.”

PUNISHMENT OF THE BAGNO. 


One of the Most Exquisitely Cruac! 
Tortures Ever Devised. 


In former times the punishment of 
the bagno (bath,). one of the most 
cleverly cruel inflictions ever devised 
by an official of the torture chamber, 
was administered in Italy, probably in 
Venice, where the water of the lagoons 
Played so important a part in its penal 
System, says the Moniteur du Puy. The 
Punishment was as foiiows: 

The prisoner was placed in a vat, 
the sides of which were Slightly in ex- 
cess of the average height of a man. 
In order to hold in check the rising 
tide of a supply of water which ran 
into the vat in a constant stream the 
criminal was furnished with a scoop 
With which to bale out the water as 
fast as it came in. 

The respite from death by immersion 
thus obtained was more or less pro- 
longed according to the powers of en- 
durance possessed by the victim. But 
imagine the moral torture, the ex- 
hausting and even hideously grotesque 
efforts, the incessant and pitiless toil 
by night and day to stave off the 
dread moment, fast approaching, when, 
overcome by sleep and fatigue. he was 
unable to struggle any longer against 
his fate. .

PASADENA. 


SEWER FARM APPROVED AS A 


GOOD INVESTMENT. 


Some Figures from the Last Report. 
It Will Pay the City a Good Rev- 
enue Three Years Hence—Meet- 
ing of the Library Trustees. 


PASADENA, Feb. 3.—{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] City Trustee Washburn 
Says the criticisms made in some 
quarters upon the cost and manage- 
ment of the sewer farm are un- 
warranted, and spring from ignorance. 
He says the heavy expenditures of the 
last fiscal year (1895-96) were neces- 
Sary, nearly one-half going into per- 
manent improvements. The t6tal 
amount expended on the farm for the 
fiscal year ending March 1, 1896, was 
$7009.30. Of this sum, it appears from 
the committee’s report, that $3407.27 
went into permanent improvements, 
leaving $3602.03 as the running ex- 
penses for the year. Asa partial offset, 
hay was furnished to the fire and 
street departments to the amount of 
$469.37, and at the close of the fiscal 
year, barley, corn, wood, and hay, re- 
mained on hand to the value of $480. 
The net running expenses, Mr. Wash- 
burn says, were therefore $2652.66. The 
live stock on the farm was fed upon 
the produce of the farm. Mr. Wash- 
burn says that there are about 1650 
soft-shelled walnut trees on the farm, 
and that within two years they will 
yield a good revenue. Last fall he 
offered to take a five-years lease of the 
farm at $500 rental per annum and give 
a bond to insure the proper disposal 
of the sewage.’ The offer was not ac- 
cepted, however, and Mr. Washburn 
now says the city really cannot afford 
to accept it, as the farm will yield 
a handsome revenue within three years. 
He thinks the running. expenses for 
the current year will be less than 
last year, and very little has been ex- 
pended for permanent improvements. 

Mr. Reynolds, who is in charge of 
the farm, says 200 tons of barley hay 
have been raised this year. Of this, 
about one-half will be used on the 
farm and by the fire and street de- 
partments. The remainder, at $9 per 
ton, will realize about $900. Already 
$600 has been realized from the sale 
of alfalfa hay, and $100 worth of hogs 
have been sold. A few walnuts were 
gathered, but the /crop was insig- 
nificant. Next year the yield will 
probably be about 1000 pounds. 

From this statement is appears that 
the farm should yield, for the cur- 
rent fiscal year, produce to the value 
of $2500, including the hay used by the 
city. This would show a gain over last 
year of about $1550. 

LIBRARY TRUSTEES. 

The monthly meeting of the library 
trustees was held yesterday, all the 
members of the board being present. 
Miss Reed and Miss Thompson ap-

laxation of the rules for the benefit 
of teachers in the High School and 
Throop Institute, who desire to draw 
books for the use of their pupils. After 
some discussion, a _ resolution was 
offered by Mr. Gibbs, providing that 
the teachers in the High School and 
in Throop, be permitted, upon present- 
ing a certificate from the supervising 
principal or the president of Throop, 
to withdraw ten books at a time, ex- 
cepting current magazines and works 
of fiction, and to retain the same for 
thirty days, no fine to be assessed until 
after two days notice; the ,teachers 
also have the right of examining any 
book or books and returning the same 
at once if desired. The resolution was 
unanimously adopted with the amend- 
ment that it shall remain in force 
during the current year. 

Mr. McQuilling was appointed a com- 
mittee of one to expend $50 in setting 
out plants on the library grounds. 

The librarian’s report on the read- 
ing room was referred to the Book 
Committee and it was ordered that 
a draft for $217.05 and cash to the 
amount of $20.30 be given to the libra- 
rian to pay subscription for magazines 
and papers for the coming year. 

The librarian’s report for the month 
of January was then read and ap- 
proved. It showed that during the 
month the library had been open to 
the public thirty days, and open for 
business twenty-five days. The circu- 
lation for home use was 5355, and for 
library use 1490, making the total cir- 
culation for the month 6845. THe 
total membership is 5129, 108 new mem- 
bers having been received in January, 
During the month 437 new books were 
added to the library, making a total 
of 10,771. Collections from fines 
amounted to $19.15, from subscriptions, 
£15; from catalogues, $1; a total of 
$35.15. Bills had been paid to the 
mmount of $5.15, leaving a balance of 
£30. The librarian stated that the 
dictionary finding list would be com- 
pleted some time next summer. 

Miss Pitcher’s bill for $25.65 was or- 
dered paid, and Prof. Parker was au- 
thorized to arrange with her for the 
expenditure of the sum previously ap- 
propriated for the purchase of Cali- 
fornia literature. The usual) bills were 
presented, approved and ordered paid, 
with the exception of the bill for elec- 
tric light, which was referred to the 
president and secretary for investiga- 
tion, as the charge was unusually 
large. 

THROWN FROM A BUGGY. 

An accident occurred Monday even- 
ing On North Holliston avenue, about 
one block north of Colorado street. 
Two ladies were driving in a buggy 
when the horse suddenly fell into a 
hole two feet deep, which had been 
scooped out by the storm water. One 
of the ladies was thrown out over the 
dashboard, but fortunately escaped 
without injury. The horse was badly 
lamed and both shafts were broken. 
IMPORTANT REAL ESTATE SALES. 

Two important sales of real estate 
were effected today. Through the 
agency of E. H. Lockwood, L. P. Han- 
sen sold to G. Roscoe Thomas for $16,- 
200, the northwest corner of Colorado 
street and Little avenue. The praperty 
has a frontage of eighty-one feet, ex- 
tending from Little avenue to the 
Santa Fé tracks, and is 140 feet deep. 
This is practically a cash sale, as Mr. 
Thomas assumes an incumbrance that 
rests upon the property and pays the 
balance of the purchase price in cash. 
The sale fixes a value of $200 per front 
foot upon the ground. 

It is learned that the property will be 
handsomely improved soon. 

In addition to the foregoing le it 
was learned late this afternoon that B. 
O. Kendall had just effected a sale of 
one of the choicest corners on Orange 
Grove avenue. Mr. Kendall, when in- 
terywewed upon the subject, said that 
he vas not yet at Hberty to divulge 
the names of the parties, the terms of 
the sale nor the exact description otf 
the property. He said, however, that 
the corner was one of the most desir- 
able on the avenue. The sale has been 


closed and will probably be made pub-. 
lic very soon. 

These two transactions are the first 
important real estate deals of the year. 
It is thought ‘that they may be the 
harbingers of considerable activity in 
Pasadena property. There are already 
a number of eastern people here’ and 
some of them are known to be on the 
lookout for desirable investments. The 
active movement in local real estate 
usually begins in the latter part of 
February, and it is still early to ex- 
pect a broad market. The prospect 
seems favorable, however, for a good 
demand for both business and residence 
property within a few weeks. 

An important improvement is soon 
to be made in. the business section. 
The two one-story frame buildings, 
Nos. 50 and 52 East Colorado street, 
owned by Dr. H. K. Macomber, are to 
be town down and a handsome two- 
story structure will be erected in their 
place. Dr. Macomber expects to com- 
mence the work immediately. The 
new building will be occupied by Con- 
rad & Hotaling, the clothing firm, 
whose present quarters will be taken 
by the Crystal Palace Crockery Com- 
pany.

SAN BERNARDINOCOUNTY 


NEEDLES SCHOOL BONDS 
QUENT. 


Conference Called by County Suaper- 
intendent of Schoots for Clipping 
Four Districts to Form a New 
One—Many Candidates for Pub- 
ile Offices. 


DELIN- 


SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. 3.—[Reg- 
ular Correspondence.] In the year 1890 
the school district of Needles issued 
bonds for $20,000, payable in five equal 
installments of $4000 each, with inter- 
est at 8 per cent. Provision for pay- 
ment of principal and interest was 
made by levying a special tax on the 
assessable property of the district. The 
railroad is one of the principal taxpay- 
ers of the district, and has failed to 
pay any part of its assessment in this 
line, hence the interest on the bonds 
has not been paid and the first pay- 
ment of $4000 has become due and is 
not paid. The Oakland Bank of Sav- 
ings purchased these bonds, which were 
sold then in a legal manner and now 
proposes to take some steps to collect 
what is*due on the bonds—the first in- 
stallment of $4000 and the past inter- 
est. Yesterday Attorney McPike of 
San Francisco appeared before the 
Board of Supervisors and laid the case 
before them, requesting some action in 
relief of the bank. The board, by a 
unanimous vote, resolved to prosecute 
to final determination such action as is 
necessary to collect from the Southern 
Pacific Railroad the necessary taxes, 
penalty and interest due on the bonds, 
on condition the bondholders shall hold 
harmless the county from any cost, 
damages or liability as a county, by 
reason of such action. They also en- 
gaged the firm of Dunn & McPike as 
special counsel on a contingent fee, to 
come from the penalties collected, to 
be for such amount as the board in fu- 
ture may determine, but in no event 
shall any funds of the county as a 
county be appropriated as expenses or 
counsel fees, and no -fees shall be al- 
lowed unless the suit terminates suc- 
cessfully to the county. The District 
Attorney was ordered to forthwith file 
a complaint. 

CITY LAWMAKERS. 

At the meeting of City Trustees last 
evening it was decided that the pub- 
lication of the delinquent city tax list 
must be four times instead of three, as 
heretofore, as it was feared that three 
times did not cover the law that de- 
manded three weeks. Hence the poor 
printer secures an extra plum from this 
pudding. Peddlers are in future to 
pay a tax of $90 per quarter. The bond 
of the San Bernardino Electric Light 
Company for lighting the city another 
year, at $6.50 per arc light annually, 
was accepted, with C. R. Lloyd and J. 
M. Levings as sureties. 

ANOTHER SCHOOL DISTRICT. 

One of the oldest school districts, 
just to the east of this city, dating 
back to the Mormon occupation, is in 
a state of ferment, owing to the fact 
that the newcomers do not affiliate 
with the old settlers. An attempt is 
being made to form a new district 
that will be more homogeneous. For 
this purpose a meeting is called to- 
morrow by County Superintendent Mo- 
geau of the trustees of Mission, Red- 
lands, Lugonia and Union High-school 
districts to consider ways and means of 
accomplishing the desired object, which 
can only be done by taking a_ small 
slice from each of the four districts to 
make the new one. The plan, if one is 
formulated, will be presented at the 
next meeting of the Board of Supervis- 
ors for their approval and adoption. 

CITY OFFICIALS WANTED. 

Among the numerous candidates that 
bob up serenely on every corner for the 
coming city election, some of the prom- 
inent ones on the Republican side are: 
For Marshal, L. Van Dorin, incumbent; 
R. A. Bruckman, H. T. Sherley, James 
Cole, John C, Ralphs, a former Mar- 
shal,and C. D. Whitomb. The Demo- 
cratic side is making more of a still, 
because more uncertain, hunt for the 
piace, and W. B. Reeves, Pete Connors 
and T. A. Carter, all on the police force, 
are candidates. For City Recorder, A. 
J. Felter and J. I. Faris show the Re- 
publican colors, and Smith Haile, in- 
cumbent, is standard-bearer for the 
Democracy. R. T. Blow, Treasurer for 
many years, is again in the fleld, with 
no one so far to knock the chip off his 
shoulder. The office of Assessor has a 
dozen pair of longing eyes cast in that 
direction, led by F. E. Allen and Jeff 
McElvain, while the incumbent, W. J. 
Beaver, will not take it unless forced 
upon him. Leyan Allen, Fred Shoup, 
Cc. D. Lozano and many others wish to 
be City Clerk. C. C. Saskell has an- 
nounced his intention to be the next 
City Attorney, and perhaps he will 
succeed. The office of Trustee seems 
to go a begging and no takers. The 
school-board fight probably dom- 
inate all other questions and candidates 
on both sides will be sworn in advance 
to make certain changes in the present 
routine of affairs. There are three men 
to elect of the five, and these three, if 
of one mind, will rule the roost. The 
total vote of the city if well polled out 
will amount to about 1600 all told.

COVINA, 


COVINA, Feb. 3.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The whole community is 
talking of the coming contest over the 
secretaryship of the Covina. Water 
Company. January 25 E. M. Haskell 
of Glendora was elected secretary of 
the company by a vote of 4 to 3 of the 
board of directors. The annointment 
did not please a majority of the stock- 
holders about Covina, on the ground 
that the board should have selected a 
stockholder and a Covina man more 
familiar with the workings of the of- 
fice. When the board met in session 
this afternoon it was confronted by a 
large delegation of stockholders bear- 
ing a petition from the owners of over 
four theusand of the 10,000 shares of 
stock of the company, asking that the 
order of Mr. Haskell’s appointment be 
rescinded and that B. F. Edwards be 
appointed secretary. A short hearing 
was granted the protestants, but there 
being only a bare quorum of the board 
present the matter was deferred till 
next Tuesday. The petitioners say 
they will appear then with a petition 
of over six thousand shares asking that 
the board reconsider its action. In 
case of a refusal the revolters will en- 
force the ¢alling of a, stockholders’ 
meeting and attempt to enforce their 
wishes by a stock vote.

CITY TRUSTEE SIGNATURES WHICH 
CAUSE SOME TROUBLE. 


A Contract with an Attorney Where- 
by the Latter Seems to Have the 
Advantage — Grent Improvement 
to the Streets — Electric-light 
Contract Let. 


POMONA, Feb. 3.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The City Trustees are in 
trouble over the fact that three mem- 
bers of the board have signed a contract 
which involves the city for $100 without 
any intention on their part to impose 
that expense on the city.” In fact, they 
claim that their signatures were ob- 
tained through falserepresentation. The 
matter was talked over by the Trustees 
Tuesday evening after the regular busi- 
ness was out of the way. Mr. Landon 
said that some time ago, when the 
Trustees were dealing with.Mr. Beckett, 
the latter wanted Attorney Sumner to 
prepare certain documents, and asked 
Mr. Landon to sign a contract to that 
effect, saying that it would impose no 
expense on the city, as he was to pay 
Mr. Sumner. Mr. Waters offered the 
same explanation of his signature on 
the document, saying he signed it in 
view of the promise of Mr. Beckett to 
pay Mr. Sumner for his services. Presi- 
dent Hutchinson, who was the third 
member of the board to sign the docu- 
ment, offered no oral explanation of his 
signature, but said he had three letters 
from Mr. Sumner on the subject, and 
these were passed around and read with 
many significant winks. 

Notwithstanding the way in which 
the signatures are said to have been 
obtained, Mr. Beckett refuses to pay 
the attorney’s fee, and Mr. Sumner 
looks to the city for it, while the Trus- 
tees repudiate the claim. 

The San Antonio Electric Light and 
Power Company was awarded the con- 
tract for lighting the city for another 
year, the rates and conditions to be a 
duplicate of those of last year. 

The Consolidated Water Company 
presented an itemized statement of its 
affairs as a basis for establishing do- 
mestic water rates. 

A petition for the purchase of a horse 
for the chemical engine was referred 
to the Fire Committee. 

The ordinance establishing grades for 
Geary avenue was passed. 

Hotel license fees furnished a, topic 
for discussion and resulted. in practi- 
cally a decision to amend the license 
ordinance. 

The clerk was instructed to take steps 
to prepare for the city election. 

BETTER STREETS. 

The spreading of gravel on a half- 
dozen streets is a line of work which 
is adding greatly to the attractiveness 
of the town. This has been somewhat 
delayed by the heavy rains, but suffi- 
cient work has been done to demon- 
strate the value of the improvement.

SANTA ANA TO HAVE ANOTHER 
SMALL PARK, 


A. K. Gregory, the Festive Photog- 
raphic Fraud Bronght tp from 
San Diego—A Large Lynx Cap. 
tured in the Santiago Mountains. 
News Notes. 


SANTA ANA, Feb. 3.—[{Regular Cor- 
respondence.] As a result of the work 
of the Chamber of Commerce in this 
city about four years ago in getting a 
small park established at the depot of 
the Santa Fé Railroad, at the foot of 
Fouth street, it is now quite probable 
that a large portion of the ground in 
and about the railway depots will be 
used for park purpose. It is under- 
stood that the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany will begin putting out a neat lit- 
tle park between its new depot build- 
ing and the tracks of the Santa Ana 
and Newport Railroad before’ the 
rainy season closes, and if this is done 
it is quite probable that the Newport 
Company can be prevailed upon to add 
a portion of its unused depot or “Y”" 
ground to the park. in which case the 
city would have quite a respectable 
park as a beginner, at its railway de- 
pots. Such grounds would certainly 
give eastern people a good impression 
of the town upon thejr arrival, and 
this is something that the residents 
cannot well afford to overlook. 

THE FESTIVE GREGORY. 

Residents of Santa Ana will remem- 
ber one A. K. Gregory, who was ar- 
rested in this city about two months 
azo on a warrant from San Diego, and 
who was found to be one of the 
smoothest photographic frauds that has 
ever put in an appearance in this 
southern country. 

It transpired that Gregory was 
wanted in San Diego for jumping a 
board bill, and for this offense he was 
given fifty days in the County Jail. 
Today he was brought to Santa Ana 
to be tried on the charge of obtaining 
money on false pretenses. On his way 
up from the bay’n climate city the first 
time, when the trip was made on horse- 
back, Gregory traveled under the name 
of D, E. Appleton. At that time he 
carried in his arms what appeared to 
be a photographic camera, and fre- 
quently he took pictures of country 
homes and people, doing the work very 
reasonably, securing the pay when the 
negative was taken and _ “receipting 
therefor, the pictures to be delivered at 
a later date. He took some of these 
pictures for R. R. Pryor of Capistrano, 
and as im other instances receipted for 
the money that was paid him. From 
Capistrano he came on up to Santa Ana, 
and here was arrested on the warrant 
from San Diego. At the Sheriff's of- 


fice the camera was examined, and 
to the surprise of the officers, it was 
found to be nothing but ae small 


wooden box, covered with black cloth, 
with a slidng telescopic lens protrud- 
ing from one side. In the box was a 
fragrant fruit cake. Mr. Gregory and 
his ‘“‘camera’’ are both here now, but 
the fruit cake is missing. The man 
insists that he can take a picture with 
his camera, and that if he is given an 
opportunity he will show the jury how 
he does it. There are some who be- 
lieve the fellow is crazy. 
CAUGHT ‘A LYNX. 

Ea Parker returned from the moun- 
tains yesterday where he head been par- 
ticipating in a little chase with hounds 
for big game in the Santiago Cafion. He 
brought back with him as fine a speci- 
men of lynx as has ever been caught 
in the Santa Ana Mountains. The 
beast was an unusually large speci- 
men and a very pretty dapple yellow. 
The trail of Rhe lynx was scented early 
in the morning by the pack of hounds, 
and after an exciting chase of more 
than an hour, the animal was run up 
a tree. He was so big and ferocious- 
looking that Mr. Parker was afraid 
the pack of hounds, although there 
were nine of them, would fare badly 
in a fight to the death with the vicious 
creature, so he shot one of its feet off 
with a rifle. The animal immediately 
sprang from the tree to the ground 
and then there was a battle royal for 
a full half-hour, during which time 
it was difficult to tell who the victor 
or victors could be. Mr. Parker said 
that he has witnessed a good many 
hard fights between hounds and wild 
animals, but never anything equal to 
this one. Two of the hounds were 
quite badly torn by the claws of the 
lynx, and others were lacerated more 
or less by the sharp teeth of the ani- 
mal.

DECIDES THAT THE 
DEAD. 


JUDGE COPE 
CHARTER IS 


Illiterate Voters Examined on Ae- 
count of Irregularities in Their 
Affidavitse—Charies 0. Johnson, 
Removed. 


SANTA BARBARA, Feb. 3.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] From San Luis Obispo 
it is learned that Charles O. Johnson, 
for the pa&t five years general man- 
ager and superintendent of the Pacific 
Coast Railway, the narrow-gauge road 
running from Port Harford, in San 
Luis Obospo county, to Los Olivos, in 
Santa Barbara county, has been re- 
moved and E. W. Clarke of Seattle, 
Wash., appointed to fill the vacancy. 
This road is a part of the Oregon Im- 
provement Company's system in the 
Northwest, and the new superintendent 
was a former general agent on one of 
the Oregon branch lines. 

So far as known no reason has been 
assigned for Mr. Johnson's removel. He 
has successfully managed the road, so 
far as the public could ascertain, and 
the news of the change is a great sur- 
prise. 

STILL CONTESTING. 

The contested charter election is still 
occupying the attention of Judge W. B. 
Cope in the Superior Court. Today 
several illiterate voters of the Third 
Ward were examined, being introduced 
by the defense for the purpose of prov- 
ing that no fraud had been attempted. 
The voters subpoenead were those in 
whose affidavits as to their inability to 
speak or write English, and in the ap- 
pointments of election officers to assist 
them, irregularities had been found. 
Several of the election officers were also 
examined for the defense. 

This afternoon Judge Cope found that 
the charter had been defeated by 26 
votes. His decision sustains the re- 
sult of the election first announced. 


MOVING A DEPOT. 


The Chapala-street depot, the deser- 
tion of which by the Southern Pacific 
Company caused considerable indigna- 
tion among downtown residents a few 
months ago, is being torn down today 
and will be moved in sections to some 
point below Los Angeles. Summerland 
has been trying to secure the building 
for a station, but the company failed 
to recognize the demand. The incoming 
trains still stop at Chapala street, so far 
as known at present. 

TO WORK FOR IRELAND 

The Santa Barbara branch of the 
American Liberal League held an en- 
thusiastic meeting last evening, and 
reported 283 members, with many more 
names on application. Encouraging re- 
ports from Los Angeles, Sacramento, 
San Francisco and Stockton were read, 
foHowed by a lively discussion upon 
the immigration question. 

The following resolution was adopted 
unanimously: 

‘Resolved. that while tenaciously in- 
sisting upon our rights and duties as 
American citizens, being paramount to 
all others, we desire that the blessings 
we enjoy may be extended to the peo- 
ple of other lands, that they may by 
judicious legislation make their native 
soil more desirable, and thus lessen 
immigration which swells the ranks of 
the unemployed during an industrial 
depression, and to this end we favor an 
independent parliament for Ireland, 
and will heartily coéperate in securing 
the same, believing that the patriotic 
spirit of this nation, regardless of po- 
litteal or religious bias, favors home 
rule for all.” 

The Committee on Public Demonstra- 
tion reported progress. The president 
of the league is James D. Lysaght, 
and Ed Clark is secretary. 

TO HUNT FOR SPECIMENS. 

Henry B. Kaeding. a nephew of Otto 
Kaeding of this city, and a well-known 
ecientist of San Francisco, was in town 
yesterday afternoon on his way to San 
Diego, where he will join an expedi- 
tion going in search of ornithological, 
mammalogical and botanical specimens 
for the Smithsonian Institution.

The regular session of the Common 
Council will be held tomorrow after- 
noon.
